LODI, March 24.— Jacob Brack, a wealthy 
old land-owner, living near Brack's I^and- 
ing, listened to tlie soft words of three 
strangers, last Thursday, suocuiiiImkI to 
their winning ways, and as a result they 
have };3>«iof .liicf.'? f liininp piild and lie 
has two tin l.oxe? of T-ock-— just plain, or- 
dinary rookr^ from the rou^iside. and Jacob 
is now a wiser, but a siidder man. 

Two well dressed dignitied strangers 
came to Lodi last Thursday and inquired 
the road to Brack's Ijanding, near which 
Jacob Brack, an old settler, ttie projector 
of the deep water canal to Lodi, heavy 
land-owner and shrewd man of business 
resided. They represented themselves as 
J. 8. Ctirtin, ex-Superior Judge of Alameda 
County, and C. H. Ferguson, an ex-Mayor 
of Oakland, who were out looking for a 
desirable piece of land near liodi. They 
drove out to Brack's place and the old 
gentleman, ever courteous, at once hitched 
up a team and took the visitors all over 
his spiendsd domain. 

■VVliile on the road home they came on a 
pedestrian who ;i>ked fur a ride as hi? 
buppy was broken down. The re<)uest was 
pranted. Tlie stranper was affable and 
loquacious. He had money, too, and just 
to while away the time, after they reached 
Brack's liome, he proposed a lottery game. 
The stranger's luck was poor, but he cheer- 
fully lost a few dollars, which theex-judge, 
the ex-mayor and Farmer Brack won 
easily. 

Then the two prospective laiid buyers 
from Oakland hit upon a happy plan, and 
they took Brack into their confidence. It 
was nothing more nor less than a proposi- 
tion that the three pool their coin and beat 
the lottery man at bis own game. Under 
the peianasive influence of his gentlemanly 
visitor*, Brack consented. But as Brack 
had no coin with bim, it was agreed to 
meet the next day at Murphy's.

Soon there arose 
a dispute. BracK was chosen as the cus- 
todian of the money, r>endinp the settle- 
ment of the point at i.ssue.

Thrit was the last 
seen of the e.\-judge, the ex-Mayor, and 
the loltery-player. Old Jacob Brack 
brought the boxes to the bank of Lodi in 
high glee, thinking he had made $6000 
or $7000, and it was only after much per- 
suasion that he allowed the boxes to be 
forced open. 1 ;t:;i iy he consented. 
There was noihinp in them but rocks. 

The victim refused to make any com- 
plaint concerniiiir his loss, but his two 
5ons have taken i;p the case and are de- 
termined to catch the sharpers if possible.

MINSBS BOUND lOR ALASKA 



The Spring Emigration to the 
Yukon Gold Fields 
Begins. 

Two Hundred Men on the Wat 
Over the Mountains Via ' 

Dyea Canyon. 



TACOMA, Wash., March 24.— Private 
letters from Alaska received here, state 
that the spring emigration to the Yukon 
gold fields has already commenced. On 
March 10 nearly 200 Yukon miners had 
reached Dyea, 300 miles beyond Juneau. 

As a courier was leaving Dyea the pros- 
pectors were hauling their sleds upon slush 
ice up the great Dyea canyon toward the 
Y\jkon. Colder weather wasthen expected. 
In that event the ice would resume its 
solidity and aflord easy sleighing up the 
river. More dogs have been taken out 
from Juneau than ever before and the last 
steamer took up twenty-two from Puget 
Sound. They haul the prospectors' outfits 
over the ice and snow, greatly lightening 
the labor of the trip. 

William Liggett, who has been mining 
on the Yukon for six years, has returned 
to Jnnean with glowing accounts of the 
jich finds made la.st season on Forty Mile, 
Sixty Mile and Miller creeKs. Last season 
several do;;en iniuers took gold worth 
$130,000 out of Miller Creek. 8o far the 
Docovery daim and seven others adjoin- 
inK it on Miller Creek have yielded the 
greatest returns in gold nuggett, exceed- 
ing the yield of any dozen othtk claims in 
the Yukon Valley. There was twelve feet 
of surface dirt upon the Discovery claim, 
which had to be sluiced oft before pay dirt 
was struck on tjedrock. The sluicing had 
to be done quickly, as the Yukon .season 
lasts only sixty to ninety days. 

Birch Creek now offers the best induce- 
ments to prospectors. Late last season big 
money was made at surface work in the 
gulches. This year it will be fully opened.

All the 
s{ieeciii-s were bitter against the mill- 
owners, and the meeting lasted several 
hours ; but it was decided to delay aggres- 
sive action, as it is expected that a general 
strike will be ordered by the district court 
of textile-workers within a few days.

Ijordering on riot, and it isieared that the 
leaders cannot keep them under control 
until arrangements are perfected for call- 
ing a general strike of the <K«>.i textile- 
workers in the 'listrict. Threats against 
the mill property are being freely made, 
and the owners are becoming nneasy.

SACRAMENTO, Maieh 24.— That the 
threatened battle between the members of 
the Chinese Sam Yup Company and the 
highbinder society known as the Fong 
Duck tong was not entirely settled and de- 
clared off last night, as claimed by the 
members of the police force, is evinced by 
the presence here of the Chinese vice- 
consul, who arrived in this city at noon 
from San Francisco attended by his retinue 
of attendants and two interpreters. The 
vice-consul has made a thorough examina- 
tion into the original cause of the difficulty 
and will grant a hearing to members of 
botti organizations and render a decision 
that must be adhered to by all concerned. 

Tuesday Chief of Police llrew received 
the following telegram from San Fran- 
cisco: 

We are informed that the members of the 
highbinder organisation known as the Fong 
Dnek Tong in your city intend to attack the 
Pam Ynp Association and its people to-night. 
IMease protect re-spectatile rhiiicse and see 
trouble prevented. ( in.vc Ting C hip, 

Chinese Consui-General. 

Chief I>rew immediately notified his ofli- 
cers to prevent trouble at all hazards. The 
entire highbinder society was threatened 
with arrest if any outbreak occurred, and 
extra officers were detailed to put an imme- 
diate stop to any demonstrations of a 
threatening nature. Yesterday morning 
the Chief received a telegram from Thomas 
D. Riordon, attorney for the Chinese Six 
Companies, which is as follows: 

One of the officers of the Six Companies 
named Lai Heck has gone to Sacramento to 
assist your department in preventing. If pos- 
sible, threatened, highbinder ootbreak. He 
will call on you. He fears personal attack. As 
he represents the Chinese consulate as well as 
the Six Coinpanic-^ plea.se extend him such 
courtesies !i>.-:-tauce as you tan. 

I^ai Hecft arrived and succeeded in cre- 
ating a greater disturtwnce than «ver,as 
related in ah article that appeared in this 
morning's Call. He accepted the chiefs 
advice and left on the first train for San 
Francisco, to be succeeiled by the vice- 
con.stil. 

The Fong Duck tong received re-enforce- 
ments by a late train to-night from Ban 
Francisco in the form of live of the most 
desperate figbtws of their organization in 
the State, which indicates that the pres- 
ence of the Chinese magnate may be dis- 
regarded and a fight ensue should matters 
not be arranged to their liking.

Johnson made a grewsome catch this af- 
ternoon when he drew to the shore from 
the muddy bottom of the Sairamcnto 
River the dead body of an unknown man 
which bad evidently been in the water at 
least four weeks. The body was found 
three miles south of Sacramento, on the 
Yolo side of the river. 

Deputy Coroner Gill of Yolo Connty was 
notified and had the body searched and 
conveyed to this city lor burial. The 
search resulted in the finding of $25 in gold 
coin, 75 cents in change and a check or or- 
der dated February 2:^, 18!>5, and numbered 
40,417, on the Jan'.cs H. iT.iodinan Hankinp 
Company of Napa City, made payable in 
the sum of |200 to Robert Swan or bearer 
and signed "J. C. Noyes, assistant cashier." 

The body was attired in gray undercloth- 
ing, dark pants, blue jumper and gray 
canvas coat. The feet were incased in a 
pair of laced shoes, evidently new. The 
dead man was appapently about 65 years 
of age, had a full eray bt-ard three inches 
in length and gray hair, and teeth perfectly 
sound. His weight was at least ISo pounds 
and he was 5 feet 10 inches in height. A 
silver-nickel watch and chain similar to 
those worn by railroad engineers was also 
found upon the body, the bands of which 
pointed to a hair's breadth of the hour of 
4 o'clock, at which hour his life bad prob- 
ably ended. 

DEBS MAKEH AX ATtnttESS. 

The ICecent Strike Was the Subject of His 
JHtcourse. 

SACRAMENTO, March 24.— Eugene V. 
Debs, president of the A. R. U., is in Sac- 
ramento and tilts afternoon was accorded 
an interview with Governor Budd at the 
Capitol. The conversation ran on current 
topics, nothing of a political matter being 
touched upon. 

This evening he addressed a large aud- 
ience at the old pavilion buihiinp in this 
city on the subject, "Who are the Con- 
spirators?" Bnt few of the actual em- 
ployes of the Southern Pacilic Company 
were present, although they collected on 
adjacent street comers and consulted as 
to the advisability of attending the lec- 
ture, but fear of the ultimate consequences 
evidently deterred them and they would 
disperse to their homes. 

The speaker in his address claimed that 
the real conspirators was the General 
Managers' Union, formed over six weeks 
before the birth of the A. R. U. He took 
occasion to score Egan, Judge Jenkins and 
the press of this country, which, he 
claimed, as well as the courts, is controlled 
by the corporations and the money power. 
He asserted that all the responsibflity for 
the bloodshed and destruction of property, 
while it lasted, rested on the railroads; 
that the burning of cars at Chicago was 
ilonc by the United States der>uty mar- 
shals and that the A. R. U. men did noth- 
ing to violate the law.

DEMAND FOB INVESTIOATION. 



The Grand Jury May B« Called On 
to Examine Municipal 
Affairs.- 



TACOMA, Wash., March 24.— A sensa- 
tion has been created here by a morning 
paper's efforts to demonstrate that the 
present City Council, comt>osed partly of 
Populists, is incompetent to manage the 
city's business, particularly its financial 
affairs. 

In the campaign of a year ago a great 
deal of noise was niaile about large sums 
of city money on itciio-it in the banks. 
The sums aggregated about $700,000, in- 
cluding |3SO,000 voted for water extension 
j>urposes. The Populista demanded that 
the banks either pay interest on the de- 
posits or hand over the money. Some of the 
banks were then paying interest, but since 
the new Council came in practically none 
has been paid. 

In several articles lately the Ledger has 
insinuated that some of the members of 
the Finance I'oniniittce with boinp paid 
by some of the banks. TJie members re- 
ferred to promptly demanded an investi- 
gation, and last night the Council passed 
a resolution ordering the proprietor and 
manager of the Ledger to appear before 
the Council Tuesday next and prefer 
written charges in support of what had 
been published. 

The Ledger this morning anticipated the 
Council by making its charges more spe- 
cific and stating in effect that two mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee have been 
paid money by the banks holding the 
largest city deposits ; that another mem- 
ber secured a loan of |300O, and still an- 
other secured renewals of loans. It inti- 
mates that the money was paid the City 
Treasurer to be given the twu t ouncilmen, 
and alleges further that an evening paper 
several months ago ik inandeu and received 
$1000 from the banks to withhold publica- 
tion of the articles attacking the banks 
containing the largest city deposits. It is 
also alleged that $1000 more was demanded 
but the demuntl - sot preued when the 
paper's managers learned that the facts 
had been given the Ledger for publication. 
The article concludes by demanding the 
calling of a Grand Jury to thoroughly in- 
vestigate this transaction, the b:inl£ books 
and the Finance Committee. 

Many citizens have to-day declared that 
the Grand Jury must investigate and the 
city's financial matters be straightened 
out. This will probably be done, aa tmder 
the law ttie Grand Jury must soon be 
called anyway.

VICTOR, Colo., March 24.— The masked 
robbers who held up the [Florence and 
Cripple Creek southlxitind train just out- 
side tbi, city limits last night did not ob- 
tain much plunder. Two robbers boarded 
the train at Victor. One entered the 
sleeper and immediately began to wake up 
the passengers and seize their money and 
watches. He got aSout $1000, including 
the Pullman car conductor's receipts, and 
some jewelry. 

The other robber got on the "hiind-bag- 
gage" car at Victor and climlied over the 
tender into the engine, compelling the 
engineer to stop the train at a point one 
and a half miles south of Victor, where 
four or five other robbers were in waiting. 
The latter party commenced their work on 
the mail and express-car an4, soon had 
their otien. but said, they found -BO 

valuable packages. 

The robbers were dressed in miners' 
clothes and wore slouch hats and masks. 
They were jovial in their treatment of the 
trainmen, bnt hurried through with the 
work, enforcing their commands with a 
ready display of firearms. 

After the robbers completed their work 
the engineer started the train back to 
Victor, but the robbers objected and com- 
manded the engineer to pnll out toward 
the south, which he did. 

The train was fairly well filled, quite a 
number of ladies being on board. Besides 
a large number of valuable watches, rings 
and diamond pins aboat $1000 in money 
was secured. 

The job was doubtless done by part of 
the same gang that robbed John Hargan 
the night before in his cabin here in town. 

A special train came in this .morning 
with the bloodhound that did such good 
work recently at Walsenburg tracking the 
Italian murderers. The dog, upon being 
placed on what was supposed to be the 
trail of one of the bandits, made a straight 
shoot, for some cabins near the Strong 
mine in the outskirts of town. 

To-night Bob Taylor, an ex-Deputy 
Sheriff and employe of the Strong mine, 
who shot a bartender in Pueblo during the 
railroad trouble last summer, and a young 
iii:in called "The Kid," working for the ! 
same company, were arrested by Constable | 
Lou Lambert of Cripjile Creek. "The Kid" I 
is alleged to answer the description of the 
man who climbed over the tender and 
held up the engineer. They were taken 
to Cripple Creek and will be brought back 
for a prrilmiaary hearing to-monow.

SACBAMENTO, March 24.— An accident 
occurred to the eastbound overland pas- 
senger train 1 at 8 o'clock last night, at 
Mystic, Ke'vada County, that would have 
doubtless resulted in great loss of life had 
the train been rnnning at an ordinary rate 
of speed. As it was the engine and three 
cars were derailed. 

The train, which left Sacramento at noon 
yesterday, was pulling out of Mystic sta- 
tion, situated twelve miles east of Truckee, 
and was running slowly over the switches 
at the end of the yard. Before speed could 
be attained the engine entered a deep cut 
and collided with some huge bowlders that 
bad rolled down from the steep banks. 

The ;ocomotive was derailed and turned 
completely over on its side. The engineer 
and fireman saved their lives by jumping. 
The baggage and express cars also left the 
track and turned crosswise in the cut, hut 
remained upright, and the mail clerk and 
express messenger, although badly shaken 
up and bruised, were not seriously hurt. 

When the crash came it created the 
greatest consternation among the occu- 
pants of the various coaches, and they lost 
no time in stampeding for the open air. 
There is a heavy down grade at the place 
where the collision took jilace, and, 
although the engineer applied the air- 
brakes on perceiving the obstructions be- 
fore him, the impetus of the heavy train 
could not be checked. The accident de- 
layed traffic for thirteen hours. 

A slight rear-end collision between the 
two sections of a freight train occurred at 
Arno station, Near Klk Grove, at 4 o'clock 
this morning. The accident was due to a 
den.se fog. The caboose and an empty 
passenger coach that were attached to the 
head section were badly wrecked and the 
track was partially torn up. A wrecking 
train forwarded to the scene of the collision 
from Sacramento succeeded in clearing tj)#'.

NAPA, March 24.— If the indolent tribe of Indians 
who gave this valley the name of Napa were here to-day 
their sleep wouUl be disturbed by the hum of marliinery 
which is making of UAf sliiro town of S'apa <'«.muty a 
manufacturing contiT. Tlic industry t!i;it stands out 
most prominently is that of glnve-Iefttlicr tunning; 
and wool-picking, which is carried on under the name of 
the Sawyer Tanning Company. Some ot as wear gloves 
all oar lives witboat knowng the many processes through 
which the skins pass before they come made up in gloves 
to onr hands. The Call's correspondent could not have 
found a more extensive and complete place to gain 
knowledge than at the works of the Sawyer Company, 
which occupies three blocks, and is by far the largest 
place of the kind on the Pacific coast. The soft, beauti- 
ful castor gloves, which all like for outing and cool 
weather wear, are made by a superior oil tan of the cas- 
tor buck. The great vats of oi^l where these skins are 
}i\n ill a bath are not a particularly attractive sight, but 
1 lie result is both beauty and durability ot the leather. 
Hair seals are being tanned for the same use, and arc 
satisfactorv to the pTove-makers. 

To make" leather for gloves used by miners, smelter- 
workers, farmers and railroad men, the Sawyer Com- 
pany use horse, cow and seal skins, which are prepared 
by chrome tannage, a peculiar process. Tlie company 
has gained a reputation llie world over through a jiateiit 
process foT the tannage of sheep, goat and deer skins, 
which is known as the "Napa patent." This firm sends 
seven-eighths of their goods East or to foreign lands. 

It is Interesting to see th'e wool pickers employed 
here. The wool from the slieep pelts is cleaned, graded 
and pressed into packages for shipping. Four thousand 
pounds of wool is pulled and shipped every day. Six- 
teen hnndred skins of one grade or another are put on 
the shelves tanned, measured and ready for market 
each day. Nearly two hundred men are employed by 
^ a \^ the Sawyer Company in I iieir extensive business. 
\ X.x' / V^N Ihe Napa Wooleii-inill plant, with its four-set mill, 
/ /\.^Sin./ ^ twenty-two broad looms, several dressers, calender 
^J^^'dHftf press, scouring, coloring and other machinery and 

eqoipment, in which sixty people are employed, is a 
factory of some consequence. The mills are mainly en- 
gaged in the manufacture of medium ami heavy weight 
ai!-v.ool flannels and blankets. The gnod California 
wool and carefulness in dying and weaving have given 
their goods a reputation second to none in the country. 
Notwithstanding the general depression and closing 
Umi r* T nnnMr5(" down of manv Eastern mills the looms here are hum- 
nUN-r 1j.LuUI IDc^ mlngaUthc time. B. F. Holden, manager of the com- 
pany, says their daily output at this season of the year, 
which is their dull time, because of the long hot sum- 
mer months just ahead, is 3000 vards. 

Two-thirds of the goods from the Napa Woolen-mill 
are sent east, thus bringing outside money here for circu- 
lation, which is certainly a good thing for the town and 
t-tate. 

The chronic croakers should visit the Kayniond & 
Williams glove factory here at Napa. The tirra was for- 
medy engaged in the same line in San Francisco, where 
tteii business increased beyond the capacity of their 
building. Business xtien of Napa learned they were 
seeking s location and offered to tniild thmi a faLii.ry if 
they would come here. The advantages of Napa, the 
firm found, were many, and as their supplies came from 
the tannery company here they decided to accept the in- 
vitation. The plant was built on a most desirable lot 
near the Southern Pacific Railroad depot. The building 
is a large two-story and basement structure, well lighted 
and ventilated, and with all the latest improved ma- 
chinery for glove manufacturing in large quantities. 
The present output is loOO dozen gloves per month, but 
orders are coming in so fast that twenty-five more people 
will soon be added to the seventy now employed. It is 
clean work and well suited for the deft fingers of women. 
Three-lifths I f those employed here are women. They 
make a specialty of a i>ateiit seamless glove which has 
no seams in the front of the hand. It is made from a 
peculiar tannage of leather, known as "Napaite," which 
is waterproof and fireproof. This clove is making the 
N.-ipa glove factory famous in the Kast, where tliey are 
used by tiremen, gripmen and 'harvest men. This firm 
takes great satisfaction in the fact that nine-tenths of 
their goods are sold east of the Rocky HountiUns, where 
competition is so keen. , 
Dr. Benjamin Shurtleff. Mayor of Napa, whose life is 
one of interest and activitv, in response to a question as 
to whether Napa would deal as generously with other 
manufacturing coraoanies seeking a location said, "ANe 
would make every eftort to raise money in order to bring 
any legitimate enterprise to the town. 

A shoe factory would find this town an excellent 
location, as the shipping facilities are of the best and the 
supplies for the manufacture of shoes are right on the 
spot. The Whitman tannery makes tine French calf 
leather, and in order to obtain the best results the com- 
pany employs chiefly skilled French labor. 

The McBaiii Tannery handles heavy skinsfor sole and 
harness leather. Their process ol tannage is up to the 
highest standard of merit. 

The Knterjirise Planing-mill, owned by the brothers 
W. H. and R. Corlett, is an extensive plant. F<jrty-five m#iW 
men are employed in the manufacture of sashes, doors, \wJ 
blinds and moldings, but they have felt the general de- 
pression and have run slack. W. H. Corlett says: \M 
"From orders just received we feel asurcd that the tide v 
has turiK'il. ami the business will Bow glAdually im- 
prove to the staudard of former days."

This town of WKK) inhabitants has also numeroos 
smaller but thriving industries, which in the aggregate

The Lisbon Winery sends out some of the best sherry 
possible. The machine and repair shops employ quite a 
number of skilled men.

Eleven Persons Meet With 
Violent Deaths in Various 
Towns. 



Sandringham Country Residence 
OF THE Fringe of Wales 
Damaged. 



LONDON, Man h 24.— A lerrilie gale set 
in late last night and is still prevailing. 
The storm is general throuehont Great 
Britain. There has been damage to prop- 
erty in many towns. Roofs and chimneys 
ol a number of chnrcbes were blown off 
and many houses were similarly damaged. 
In many places churcii services were sus- 
pended. A great number of trees were 
prostrated by tiie gale and much damage 
was done to the dwelling-houses. 

In many pans oi the I'oiintry the tele- 
graph lines are down. A few minor cas- 
ualties are reported from along the coast. 
Many peonle hive been injured by falling 
debris. A wall collapsed in the east end of 
London and three persons were crushed to 
death beneath it. Three turrets of the pin- 
nacles on the west front of the Peterborough 
Cathedral were blown down. Other build- 
ings were damaged and a number of y eoi'le 
were injured. The roof of the railway sta- 
tion at Stratford-on-Avon was blown off 
and a number of monuments in the 
churchyard were blowh down. 

At Birmingham the gale was felt espe- 
cially severe. A man and three children 
were killed. The property damage to the 
town is estimated at thousands of dollars. 
Two men and a girl in Leicester were 
struck by falling debris and almost in- 
stantly killed. 

In Wolverhampton one person was killed 
and twelve injured. 

In Walfaall two chimney stands were 
blown over. They crashed through the 
roof of a hospital, broke through the floor- 
ing and carried nine beds, with patients in 
them, into a room beneath. For a time 
the excitement in and around the hospital 
was most intense and the wildest sort of 
rumors were afloat, some having it that a 
dozen persons had been killed. As quickly 
as possible the work of clearing away the 
wreckage was commenced, and it was soon 
found that nobody had been killed. The 
nine occupants of the beds were extricated 
alive, but badly injured. 

At Kingston immense damage was done 
to property. A great number of line trees 
and several farm buildings at Sandring- 
ham, the country^esidence of the Prince of 
Wales, near Kingston, was destroyed.

LONDON, March 24.— Discount rates last 
week were firm, but with a prospect of 
easiness within another fortnight. The 
stock market, stimulated by the activity o f 
the American and mining markets had al- 
together a more cheerful tone. The scenes 
in Throgmorton street will compel the 
committee to consider the advisability of 
extending the time for the closing of the 
Stock Exchange beyond 4 O'clock, the 
large foreign business in mining securities 
and the late receipt of prices from Wall 
street making it impossible for business to 
cease before "i o'clock. Home railroad and 
foreign securities were rather quiet. Silver 
.seeurities were firm. The prices of mining 
securities were lirm. The Incoming secu- 
rities fluctuated, many prudent speculators 
taking out profits, yet the immense busi- 
ness continued. 

The adoption of the Atchison scheme 
had a good effect upon American railroad 
securities, which exhibited a. marked rise 
all around.

SHIM0N08EK1, March 24.— As Li Hung 
Chang, the Chinese peace envoy, was re- 
turning to his lodginss in this place to- 
day, after having attended a conference 
with Count Ito and Viscount Mutsu, the 
Japanese peace plenipotentiaries, a young 
Japanese tired a pistol at him. The bullet 
sped straight, but most fortunately did no 
more harm than to iutlict a wound in Li 
Hung Chang's face. At the time of send- 
ing thi^ dispatch it is impossible to learn 
whether or not the wound is serious. 

The attempt to assassinate the represen- 
tative of the Emperor of China has caused 
the most intense excitement, and on every 
side there were expressions of deep regret. 
The would-be murderer was arrested. It 
is believed that he was prompted to the 
crime by misguided patriotism.

WASUINGTON, March 24.— The news 
of the assault on LI Hung Chang caused a 
sensation in diplomatic circles in this city. 
The opinion here is that Japan will suSer 
greatly as a consequence of the assault, 
and that the positicui of China will be so 
strengthened that she may be able to suc- 
ceed on better terms than she could 
Otherwise have secured. The incident 
may lead to the breaking off of peace 
negotiations, or at least may postpone fur- 
ther action in this direction until the 
Japanese have guaranteed the safety of 
China's envoys. 

No news of the attack on Li Hung 
Chang has been received by the Japanese 
legation here, and Minister Kurino is un- 
willing to discuss the occurence. The 
iiiemljers of the leiration realize that it is 
a serious matter, but hope that the first re- 
ports may prove to be exaggerated. 

They say no one will deplore such an 
affair more than the Japanese themselves. 

The Chinese legation received prompt 
notice of the matter, but their advices con- 
tained nothing not in the press dispatehes. 
Minister Yang Yu did not care to discuss 
the subject. It was stated at the legation 
that it was not believed that it would lead 
to the total breaking off of peace negotia- 
tions, although it might cause them to be 
interrupted for a time.

DS8EEIED BY HER HUSBAND 



Charles sharpe Took His Wife's 
Diamonds and Left Her 
Penniless. 



She Is Now Sick and Helpless, 
Far From Home and 

KmDRED. 



Mrs. Emily Sharpe, the deserted wife of 
Charles Sharpe, citizen of the world, lies 
sick unto death in a stuffy little room at 
the American Kxchange Hotel on Sansome 
street. Mrs. Sharpe is a delicate little 
English woman, L'H years of age, who is 
suffering from nervous prostration caused 
by a serious accident and illness two 
months ago at Forest Hill, and 
later - on aggnmited by the heartless 
desertion of her husband, who left her pen- 
niless in a cheap boarding-honse at Sac- 
ramento three weeks ago. 

Sharpe took witli him all the money that 
he and his wife possessed. He also took 
a diamondj riiiir valued at JiSO and other 
pieces of jewelry, heirlooms in Mrs. 
Sharpe's family, and told her that he 
would either return or let her know ol his 
whereabouts wlthia two days. He did 
neither. 

When Mrs. Sharpe realized that she was 
a deserted wife she came to this city to 
seek the aid and advice of her husband's 
brother, Frank B. Sharpe, who is emnloyed 
in the Custom-house, and also William B. 
Carr, the capitalist, who is an uncle of the 
two Messrs. Sharpe. She asked them to 
aid her in her illness, but so far, she says, 
they have taken no interest in her welfare. 

The British Benevolent Society was ap- 
pealed to and officers of that society inves- 
tigated the merits of the case. Thev 
premised to take charge of Mrs. Sharpe 
and supply her with the uci essaries of life 
and medical treatment until her relatives 
can send Iier ppcuniarv aid, but the prom- 
ised relief has not ('ome. In the mean- 
time the youiitr wife lies helpless on a sick- 
bed, thou-aiiu.-. of miles away from home 
and kindred. 

Mrs. Sharpe is a native of Berkshire, 



When tlie bill for the appropriation of 
$260,000 for the establishment of a central 
building for the affiliated colleges of the 
California State University was signed last 
Saturday by the Governor, there was re- 
joicing among the Board of Regents of the 
University. 

But now it appears there is a possibility 
that the appropriation may have been in 
vain and that the rejoicings are prema- 
ture. The I niversiiy has the money for 
the building, but not for a site. Unless it 
can secure a site without expenditure, its 
building must remain in the air, a splen- 
did "castle in Spain." Here is the chance 
of the day for San Francisco landowners ! 

The provisions of the bill are elastic, but 
the sum of money is delinitc, and the re- 
gency now intends to do all it can to get 
the site for t!ic proposed huiMings, as cen- 
tral and as cheap as possible. As a matter 
of fact it is hoped by the regency' board 
that there will be found in San Francisco 
a landowner with philanthropic motives 
strong enough for the liniverity to secure 
the land for nothing and use the $250,000 
for building purposes alone. 

The present scattered condition and 
wholly inailequate quarters of the depart- 
ments o( law, veterinary, medicine, den- 
tistry and pharmacy show the strong need 
for a' new buildini:,and it is upon this ac- 
count that the regency is rejoicing. 

The fight for the appropriation nas been 
so long and hard that the appropriation 
comes as a windfall even to the men most 
an.tious for the establishment of a consoli- 
dated college for the State University. 

With the completion of the appronria- 
tion bill comes first to the Board of Re- 
gents the fact that as a lump sum the 
$250,000 is insufficient. There are so many 
needs and there is proportionately so little 
money that it is generally admitted by 
members of the board that the land must 
be obtained as a gift if the intent of the ap- 
propriation is to be made available at all. 

So far the recency has before it but one 
general architectural plan. That is deti- 
nite only through the needs of the several 
branches of the college that are now inad- 
equately housed. 

Judge Charles W. Black, who has given 
much time and attention to the bill for the 
last three years, said yesterday : 

That the bill has passed oncht to be a source 
of self-ee>ngra*.ulaiiun to e^ ery member of any 
i'mfi-^^sinn in tile .suite. It> "«|.]irr.]jriation is 
not SI) hirge as the necessity (iemaiuls, but it is 
hoped that philanthropv will come to the 
rescue with a (lunation the land, Sot the 
i.iiilding the amount given by the State conM 
lie made sufficient. 

There have lieen no architectural plans cou- 
siiiered, for the reason that iu> one was sure 
that the exi'en«e> I lierefor -.mhiM be met tiy 
legislative appinpriuti 'ii. 'Ihe architeeiural 
scheme i.-, 1 thinl,. e',eariy de::::ed ui tlie minds 
of raost of the members oi the hoard of Ke- 
gents. 

.\ general auditorium with dependent wincrs 
will, I think, meet the rcquireraent.s. The 
sehrjnl'; oi medicine, pliarmaey, dentistry and 
veterinary v.ork need adjaei iit laboratories to 
give the studems pruner facilities lor the best 
work. I am inclined to believe that iUCh a 
plan will be, generally speaking, the basis Of 
the accepted design. 

It Is often necessary that thedifTerent schools 
require, one from the other, the use of instru- 
ments or books. The plan that would make 
iliis seientiKe borrowing juissible should, I 
think, he the one the Iniaril^w ill adopt. Proper 
equii.mcDt is the strong necessity, and the 
money appropriated, large as the ainiuint may 
seem to many, is barely adefjimie ffir such 
eqilipment, much less siiffieient tor laud and 
buil'hiigs. 

The whole theory Is one ot the consolidation 
or rather concentration (rf worK and the work- 
ers. It Is to the future that the State ("niver- 
siiy of California must look. .Native ability 
without housing or equipment may easily fail ; 
with reasonable encourageraent no'thing is pos- 
fllnle less than success. There should be cer- 
tainly suflieient honest philanthropy in the 
city to prevent the railore of the appropriate 
and Futiiclcnt establishment ot the State 
University. 

A. S. Hallidie, another member of the 

Board of Regents, said : 

The regents meet the second Tuesday of each 
month, and at the uexi meeting the State ap- 
propriation will, of course, be i-onsidered. 
rractically the sum appro[iriated i« iii'^ufticient, 
but we must do the t»est we can with Ine mean^ 
at our command. The .State now rents bnild- 
iiiRs that arc inadenuate to meet the demamls 
made. The medical school bulMins is practi- 
cally valueless and equally useless. My idea is 
that at the next meeting of the Ijoard of re- 
gents there will be appointed a conference 
committee, which after conference witli the 
representative heads of the seliools to be 
housed in the n<'w building^', will determine 
both the site and the plans to be accepted for 
the new building. 

It is to be hoped that land may be secured 
without cost. .Vny iiinu making such a dona- 
tion would bniM for hiin-clf a monument. Lo- 
cation must of course eiunu in, but hen econ- 
omy is the rule convenience must give way. 

When the Board of Hegents next meets 
it is more than probable that bids for ar- 
chitectural ])lans will be askerl for. Then 
after the conference committee has com- 
pleted its labors the best design may be 
accepted. After that if a site is donated 
the actnal work will begin. 

Meanwhile there is a chance for a broad- 
minded man, with plenty of land, to dis- 
tinguish himself by the donation of the 
necessary land and thereby permit the 
State appropriation to be reserved for 
buildings ana equipments.

A strange story comes froiu Fresno con- 
cerning a child a year ami a half old, a 
little girl who was abandoned by her 
father, or rather sent away to her mother, 
who is at Warm Springs in Alameda 
County. The mother is Mrs. Emma Mat- 
lock. She has lived in San .lose, but for 
the past few days has been at the residence 
of Senator Beard at Warm Springs. When 
the northbound Loa Angdes train passed 
Fresno at S o'clock ye^srday morning a 
little child was left in chargf of the con- 
ductor under peculiar (ircnmstanoes, and 
with it was this note: 

HOTBL FLEASA!iTO:<, 

Corner Merced and I streets, 
Fresno, Cal., March 23, 1895 
To Con'fiicfor— DeakSik: Fleaae see that this 
little girl is sent to her mother at San Jose. 
She i« working at Warm Springs. Her name is 
Mrs. Emma Matlock. This Is her child. She 
wants it so bad. Friends, see tbat she gets 
there safe. Iler mother will pay all expenses. 
He good to her as you can. Mrs. Covey, a mem- 
ber oi the .\dvent church, is well acquainted 
with her. and also Red Gallehorn, the Baptist 
evangelist, knows where she lives at San Jose. 
God bless itiv dear babe and take care of her. 

To this letter there was no signature, 
but CoioUu tor Liese took charge of the 
child and brought it safely to Oakland, 
arriving at 10:15 o'clock yesterday nu ru- 
ing. Tlie conductor took" the little one to 
his East Oakland home, where he and his 
i wife eareil for it with tenderness until the 
afternoon, when they started on the San 
Jose train for Warm Springs. 

They found Mrs. Matlock, the mother, 
on the lookout for the child. She is a 
handsome woman of 21 years, and was 
overjoyed to see her babe, which she 
hardly knew, as she had not seen it since 
it was three months of age, at which time 
her husband took it away with him. The 
Mallocks have been liviiif,' aj'art since that 
time, and when the husband and father 
left he took the child because of his wife's 
illness, and now, after all the>e months, he 
voliintarily sent the babe back. 

Conductor Iiieee said last night that he 
noticed a young man well dressed and of 
short stature get on the train at Fresno 
with a child. The man took a rear seat in 
a coach and after the train got under way 
he went to the door and jumped off, leav- 
ing the child and the letter above quoted. 
The conductor hardly knew what to do 
iiniler the i ; rnmistances and at Collis he 
telegraphed Superintendent Wilder for in- 
structions. He was ordered to bring the 
baby to Oakland. Conductor Liese said 
thai the batie did not want to go to the 
mother at first, preferring to remain with 
himself and wife, to whom he had taken a 
great liking. 

Miss Clara Burgan, a young ladv whose 
home is at Fresno and who arrived in this 
city yesterday, witnessed the abandonment 
of the little girl and saw the men who had 
her in charge. Miss Burf;an gave the fol- 
lowing account of the affair last night : 

"I went into the waiting-room of the 
depot at Fresno at 1 o'clock vesterday 
morning, because I could not sleep as "I 
was afraid of missing the train. I found a 
young man there with a child about 
twenty months old and a bundle of 
clothing. He acted rather strangely and I 
wondered what he was doing there with 
such a young child without its mother. 
At 3 o'clock the train arrived from the 
south and I went into one of the cars. 
Just before the train started 1 looked 
around and saw the yc.iuug man with the 
little girl on a seat at the rear end of the 
car. He was in the act of placing a note 
in the window. This done, and just as the 
train was starting away, he quickly left 
car and was seen no more. The |baby was 
poorly dressed and looked as if it had been 
neglected for some time."

LOSS OF FOKK-FACEEBS. 



The Reid Packing Company's 
Big Plant in Kansas En- 
tirely Destroyed. 



WIND FANNED THE FLAMES. 



Four Firemen Injured While Battling 
With the Blaze Which Proved 
Stubborn. 



KANSAS riTY, March 24— At 6:30 
o'clock To-nis,'l!t a v.tc hmke out in the hog 
biiiSiiinp of i;<-iii I'ackinp rompany's 
f.l.iiit .It K.i!i -:i>- aii't Kailroad aveniits at 
Kansiis i itv, Kansas, and almost the en- 
tire group of biiil'iintrs was conipletoly de- 
Btroyed, causing a loss of over $1,250,0X1. 

At 10:30 o'clock the foUowing buUding<^ 
had been destroyed and the fire was not 
yet lu.dcr control owing to the want of 
water pressure: The three-story building, 
the four-story storafie building and the en- 
ginc-hoti-e. 

AVlieu the lire was discovered a watch- 
runn telcL^raphed th«' Kansas City (Kans. ) 
Kire l)iparliiu-iit ami a general aiarin was 
conoded. The flames spread OTerthetoj' 
floor of the hog builaing with incredible 
rapidity, the flames feeding on meats and 
oils. Hefrvrc the firemen had laid a line of 
hose the roof hnd faiU'ii in. The flames 
from the liop lir.ildint: i , unniunicated with 
the engine-tiouse on the ^-oiiili and soon 
wrecked the boiler and destroyed tlie 
effectiveness of the company's tire appa- 
ratus. 

A disastrous explosion was narrowly 
•.verted by the firemen, who, at the risk of 
lite and limb, rolled twenty barrels of gaso- 
line from the building. From the engine 
building the fire spread to five one-story 
frame icehouses, each 200 by feet. 
These were rapidly devoured liy the llames, 
and then the fonr-story storage building, 
which was right in line, fell a prey to the 
clement of destruction. There was $100,00U 
worth of meats in the basement of this 
building. 

The first floor was nsed as a warehouse, 
the second was filled with dry salt meats, 
ou the third floor were big hogsheads fnll 
of meats ready for shipment, whiie tlie 
fourth floor was parked with dressed 
meats. 

The fire leaped from room to room and 
roared and i -.ackled until the roof fell in 
and the flames shot lifiy feet in the air. 
At this point the Kansas City (Mo.) fire de- 
' partment was appealed to for assistance, 
and six hose companies and two engines 
resjfcnded. The water-tower from the 
Armour Packing Company also assisted. 

At 7:20 o'clock the west wall of the hoc 
building fell with a crash. The flames 
hur^t over the bridL'e connecting the 
stora:.'e-liouse with the beefhouse, and the 
./rid .;e burned tieioely. The firemen tnmed 
t>^'r whole ajttention to saving the beef- 
lub .se and a dozen streams were brought to 
bear on the burning bridge. Kotwith- 
fctanding the strenuous efforts of the fire 
department, section after section of the 
bridge was partially de>lriiyeil and tinally 
fcll to the gronmi. where the work vri de- 
struction was completed. Finally'the beef- 
honse caught fire and the firemen were 
powerless to stay the greedy flames as they 
ate their way into the building throogb the 
bridge. 

■When it was seen that the entire plant 
was in imminent danger of complete de 
stniction more aid was called for, and the 
entire force on the giound was turned to 
saving the beef warelio;!se. In a short 
time tiie buildiiifj and contents were saved 
and the firemen concentrated their efforts 
on the storage building, which was burn- 
iug fiercely. 

A heavy wind coming up caosed the 
flames to bum with renewed fury, and 
within twenty minutes the roof fell in and 
smo:-. thereafter the south and west walls 
toppled over. But a little time elapsed be. 
fore the building was a complete wreck. 

The three-.story smoke house is separ- 
ated from the storage building by tbirty 
feet, a small one-story building standing 
between them. This was soon blazing. 
The wind veered to the east before much 
damage was accomplished here, however, 
and the building was saved. 

At 10:45 o'clock the fire was brought 
under control, but as a heavy w'n<l was 
blowing tfie liremen were kept on dutv to 
avoid any possibility of the tire s|jreading 
' The entire plant is valued at $«00,000, 
while the estimate placed on the stock 
ranges from |806,000 to $1,000,000. The 
loss on the buildings destroyed will proba- 
bly be 1400,000 to $500,000, and that on the 
meats, oil, lard and other products eon 
sumed will bring the total to over$l,2.')0,0<Xi. 
The insurance is ample to cover all losses. 
Fonr men were slightly injured.

CHATTAXOOGA, Tenn., March 24.— 
Reports from all over the South for the 
week ending March 22, received by the 
Tradesman, Chattanooga, say that more 
favorable weather ha? improved the con- 
dition of "ousiness. The revival in lumber 
manufacturing is quite noticeable, but 
while prices are firm the advances in values 
expected by some operators have not l>een 
made as yet. But at no time in the past 
year have inquiries been so general as at 
present, both for home ana foreign ship- 
ments. 

N"w cotton mills and tlve enlargement of 
existing ones continue to be reported from 
several States representing the interest 
taken in cotton manufactures by local 
investors. 

Iron prodi.ction in the southern territory 
continues to be active, with somewhat of 
an increase in the demand at tmchanged 
quotations, building prospects requiring 
the use of iron and steel are now better 
than for a long lime, and an active spring 
season is anticipated. 

Business is falling off somewhat among 
the coal producers, but no lessening of the 
output is reported.

IXDZAyA BURGLARS CAUGHT. 

An Extensive Raid in J-'ort irayiitf Re- 
sutttiig in Important Arrests, 
FORT WAYNE, Ind., March L'-l.-Thc 
biggest catch of burglars ever made in 
Northern Indiana was maile to-day. For 
six months burglars, highwaymen and 
cracksmen have plied their work here, also 
atWallen, Cbembnsco and Huntington, 
looting twenty or more stores.

The si.xty-one who 
met their death on the same day were laid 
to rest to-day with most impressive cere- 
monies. There were thirty-two buried 
from the Mormon church alone^ where the 
services were condncted by Bishop Bowers 
ofAImy. a^^sisted by Bishop Brown of 
ICvaiisi .11 and eminent dignitaries of the 
Movnion church from Salt Lake, including 
Franklin D. Richards, church historian, 
John llenrv Smith, one of the twelve apo.s- 
tles, and Seymour B.Young and Edward 
Stephenson, two of the seven presidents. 
Bishop CluS of Coalville also assisted. 
The church is the largest in Uintah 
County, but was insufficient to accommo- 
date one-third of the people who attended. 

It was attempted to take the coffined 
bodies of the dead into the church, but 
after thirteen were carried in it was found 
that all of them would occuiiy so niuidi 
space that there would not li>' enough 
room to seat the mourner^, ai^l the bodies 
were moved out a^aiu and arranged in 
rows at the side of the church. 

Such a scene has jrarely been witnessed 
anywhere and it required the utmost ef- 
forts of Bishop Cluff and Apostle Smith to 
hush by words of comfort and consolation 
the sobs of widows, mothers and children 
so that the exercises might proceedi. All 
t lie-e were buried at the Mormon cemetery 
at Red Canyon. 

The Fins wore buried from their own 
chapel in their own burying ground. 

The Rev. lieppert conducted the services 
for those of the Methodist faith, the Rev. 
Father Fitzgerald of the Kvanston Catholic 
Church for those of his faith, while the 
Rev. F. E. Beggs of the Evanston Metho- 
dist Church, preached the funeral sermon 
at the Operi-house over the remains of O. 
Maltby, who was buried with Masonic 
honors. 

Fred Morgan was buried by the A. O. TJ. 
W., of which order he and Mr. Maltby 
were members, carrying liiOOO insurance, 
the only two insured oat of the whole 

sixty-one.

-\mong them was a man who had been at 
Manzilla from .Tanuary 8 to March 17, ex- 
cepting occassional vi.-its to the interior. 
He states the uprising occurred simul- 
taneously througbout the province of 
Santiago February 24. Next day General 
La Chambre arrived at Guantanamo from 
Santiago with 200 Spanish soldiers, return- 
ing to Santiago on the 26th with a part of 
the same troops. His reason was un- 
known, but it was supposed tliat he feared 
a trap. The chief of the rebels around 
(iuantanamo is Henry Brooks, nephew 
of Richard Brooks of Santiago and Guan- 
kano. 

About thirty miles from Santiago, near 
El Cobre, fonr Spanish troops were, on 
March 15, ambtished by an insurgent band 
under command of Pallaci. The Span- 
iards' loss was exceedingly heavy. They 
were routed, and the Cubans notified the 
.-Spanish authorities to send for the dead 
and wounded. The number of the Cuban 
ban<l is not knewn. 

Around Canto Kiver section the whole 
country is under the tramp of rebellion. 
Bands are marching . toward LaS Unas de 
'Victoria and Puerto Principe, growing 
stronger as they proceed. A strong land 
of insurgents are on the northern coast 
daily, e.vpecting an expedition from the 
Unit' d States. 

The insurrection movement does not ap- 
pear to be received with favor by the peo- 
ple, who are moving into the cities. All 
kinds otwprk are suspended. 

A small gtmboat was patrolling the 
coast near Cape Cms March 16, and no- 
ticed a ship's yawl heading for them. It 
proved to contain two German sailors who 
wanted water. They claimed to be fisher- 
men from San Domingo, being blown from 
that coast by heavy southeastern gales. 
They were sent to Santiago and put in jail, 
where were al-o two Americans, found in 
the same manner two weeks previously. 

The American and German Consuls both 
have the matter before them.

There has been organizing in this dty a 
club &shioned after and named for the 

famous Fabian Club of London. The 
members will hold tli' ir thinl meeting to- 
night, at the resideiii.e oi Mrs. Theall, (j'V2 
Kdily street. 

Tlie persons who are responsible for the 
introduction of this London idea are al- 
most entirely from the ranks of charity 
workers, and include: Mrs. Dr. Thrasher 
Mrs. Theall, A. H. Sanborn and T. U. 
Ferguson. Mr. Ferguson is president of 
the club. 

"The mission of the dub," said Mrs. 
Theall yesterday, "is to better the condi- 
tion of humanity as far as it is within our 
power. We intend to take up all clas«es 
of work, though the que?tion of providing 
occupations for the imemploved will be 
the first matter handled. W'e will take 
that subject to the ne.vt Legislature, and 
we hope to make such a showing as will 
cause that body to pa-s a law that will, in 
a measure at feast, an . liorate the coniii- 
tion of California's uneiiiployed. Tlieclub 
hopes, also, to improve the "moral atmos- 
phere of the communitv. and. in fact, han- 
dle vigorously any subject that will benefit 
the public at large." 

The Fabian Club, while not a secret 
Ixidy, is a very exclusive one, the member- 
ship being limited to thirty. The one in 
London has ler members many of the 
most prominent business and social lights 
in that great city,8nd they are said to have 
aecoiuplished a vast anioiint oi good along 
the lines to be followed by the local organi- 
zatiou. 



WASHINGTON, March 24.— The ses- 
sions of the Vnited ."^tates Supreme Court 
will terminate on Monday, but as Monday 
is the day of the week on which the court 
usually hands down decisions there are 
some who think that a decison may be 
given then on the income tax case. 

It is understood that the members of the 
court have been in consultation concern- 
ing the case, and while it would be most 
unusual for them to come to a conclusion 
in so important a matter so soon after the 
conclusion of the armunent it is concluded 
that the exigencies of the Government are 
such that a special effort will be made in 
the present instance. 

It is conceded by those who advance the 
idea that it would be too much to expect 
that an opinion giving a reason for a de- 
cision could be presented on Monday, but 
it is thought possible that the court might 
announce its decision as to the constitu- 
tionality of the law then and reserve the 
preparation of the decision for a time of 
greater leisure. This course is occasionally 
pursued toward the end of a term, but it is 
not believed to be at all probable that it 
will be followed in the income-tax case. 

There still remains, after Monday, three 
weeks before the law shall go into effect, 
<nd it is argued that the decision will be 
postponed till the 8th of April without 
putting the Government to especial incon- 
venience. 

Those most familiar with the Supreme 
Court say that the court would not be in- 
clined in a case of so much importance to 
reach a verdict, either favorable or unfavor^ 
able to the law, without at the same time 
giving its reason for it. There appears to 
be a growing belief that the law will be 
sustained by the court when the decision 
is announced, and members ctf Congress, 
both among tljo..e who advocate and those 
who opposed the law when it was before 
Congress as a part of the tariff bill, gen- 
erally express themselves to this effect. 
They appear to have faith that the court 
will be loath to interfere with the preroga- 
tive of the law-making power to provide 
means of securing revenue. lawyers 
generally hold that the Moore case will be 
thrown out on the technicality that a col- 
lector cannot be enjoined from enforcing a 
law. This j'oint has been several times 
decided in the court and it seems quite 
uniformly against proceedings in that way.

A Compntatlon Showi It to Have Been 
About S77,621,ees,936. 

The cost of Solomon's Temple and its in- 
terior decorations and other paraphernalia 
was one of the wonders of olden times. 
Accor<iing to Villalpandus, the "talents" 
of gold, silver and bra-s used in the con- 
struction were valued at the enormous 
svun of JU,87U.8J2,(JOO, The worth of the 
jewels is generally placed at a figure equally 
as hi«h. The vessels of gold, according to 
Josephus. were valued at 140,000 talents, 
which, reduced to En^-lish nionev (as has 
been shown by Chapel s reduction tables), 
was equal to £575,'2<ti;.L'03. The vessels of 
silver, according to tlie same authorities, 
were still more valuable, being set down as 
worth £649,344,000. Priests' vestments and 
robes' of singers, £2,010,000: tnunpets, 
£200,000. 

To this add the expense of bnilding ma- 
terials, labor, etc., and we get some won- 
derful figures. Ten thousand men hewing 
cedara, 60)000 bearers of burdens, 80,000 
hewers of stone, 8300 overseers, all of wnich 
were employed for seven years, and upon 
whom, besides their wages, 8<domon be- 
stowed £6,733,997. 

If their daily food was worth two shil- 
lings each, the sum total for all was £63,- 
877,088 during the time of building. The 
materials in the rough are estimated as 
having been worth £2,545,337,000. These 
severar estimates show the total cost to 
have been £17,442,442,168, or $77,.521,665,036 
in United States money.— Baltimore 
Herald. _

That magnificent project of building a 
wide and finely macadamized boulevard 
from San Francisco to Sa:i Jose is at last 
taking tangible form. There are prospects 
that determined, organized efforts to carry 
out this incomparable improvement 
scheme will be under way all along the 
line before a great while. 

The next meeting ol the Board of Super- 
visors of San Mateo County will be held on 
the tirst Monday in April, and at that 
meeting a number of citizens of San Mateo 
and some members of the Burlingame 
Club will urge the Supervisors to place 
before the people a proposition to bond the 
county for about |100,000 to build the 
boulevard through San Mateo County. 
The Supervisors are reported to be favor- 
ably disposed toward the enterprise. 

Public sentiment through^an Mateoand 
Santa Clara connties is rapidly growing 
more entliiisia>itic in favor of an improve- 
ment which would soon become world- 
famous, increase the value of every lot 
and acre between San Francisco and San 
Jose- advertise widely that rich and beau- 
tiful rejiion, and rapidly increa.se the i>opu- 
latiou, wealth and development of the 
long stretch of country which it would 
run through. It is being generally ureed 
and conceded that the boulevard would 
soon repay its cost many times over, and 
that the increase in population and taxa- 
ble values which it would bring would ren- 
der the taxation necessary to carrying a 
bonded debt so light as to be hardly no- 
ticeaUe. 

The txiulevard is not likely to be seri- 
ously considered in San Francisco until 
the project has taken shape in the neigh- 
boring counties aud is presented as a 
definite and practical Lssue here. When 
that time comes, as it .seems likely to, it 
will find many, strong champions and 
probably but few opponents. Mayor ^iutro. 
President Dohr'mann of the Merchants' 
Association and ,^ others have expressed 
hearty iudorsement of the scheme in the 
columns of the Call and described the 
shameful situation of San Francisco in not 
having an endurable roadway out of the 
city, while a little to the south lies one of 
the fairest regions of tliecoast. If instead 
of a stretch of hiUsand two terrible roads 
an attractive driveway made this home of 
beauty accessible San Francisco people 
would flock there for suburban homes and 
would in fine weather poiir out of the city 
by the aid of every kind of wheel. 

As this boulevard will enter the city by 
way of the park whenever it comes, the 
bmlding of the new racetrack and its ac- 
companying improvements bt Ingleside at 
a cost of $400,000 is a promising circum- 
stance in its aid. The new racetrack will 
be right on the natural route of the great 
boulevard. From the south entrance of 
the park to Ingleside a better or more at- 
tractive roadway than the present Alms- 
bouse road will be important to the success 
of the new racing and pleasure resort. The 
boulevard would be the one thing needed 
to popularize the new racetrack. From 
Ingleside south to the county line the 
route is easy and attractive, and one-half 
the right of way through the Spring Valley 
Company's Merced ranch is already as- 
sured. 

Nobody has taken or will take more in- 
terest in the new boulevard than the 
thousands of cyclists in San Francisco. 
When the opportunity comes their voices 
will be heard and their influence felt in its 
favor.

The resignation of Rev. Dr. Robert Mac- 
kenzie as pastor of the Firat Presbyterian 
Church on Van Ness avenue and Sacra- 
mento street is in the hands of the church 
session. 

This step, though it will fall with the 
shock of surprise upon the public, is the 
natural climax of the relations between 
pastor and people. For some time past 
these have been becoming more and more 
straineii, alihou;:h the iiil'.nence and 
esteem commanded by "tlie doctor " among 
individual members of the church is un- 
questioned. 

The main difficulty has been Dr. Mac- 
kenzie's tenure of two appointments — ^the 
chair of apologetics at the Theological 
Seminary at San Anselmo, pear San Ra- 
fael, and the jiastorate of tlie First Presby- 
terian Church. The former yields him a 
salary of ifo**-"! a year, while the session 
liaiil him aunualiv us pastor of the church 
f'llKA). 

The duties of a professor at the seminary 
did not entail cont i rinor.s residence and 
the appointment of an assistant postor en- 
abled Dr. Mackenzie to write hts lectures 
for the seniinary and preach once every 
Sunday in tian Francisco. 

Still the people were not satisfied and an 
indication of the feeling was said to have 
been manifested in the <.ioctor's recent trip 
to New York, where he wa^ considered as a 
candidate for the pastorate of the West 
Presbyterian Church. This appointment, 
however, he failed to secure, and having 
been notified that he must choose between 
tlie two appointments held by him here, he 
has chosen to resign his pastorate. 

Dr. M.ickenzie's high ability as an or- 
ganizer and financier are, however, fully 
recognized by the church and he will be 
unanimously tendered the office and title 
of pastor emeritus ,by the session upon his 
retirement.

There is a concerted movement in Oak- 
land looking to the Suppression of the 
saloon, and a meeting has been held at 
■ Hamilton Hall at which many organiza- 
tions were reprosnitcil. The plan of work 
is new in the toui|ii raiice line and much 
Intcrc^l w.is manitested at the meeting'. 
There wore ]ireseiit rciM-i-;.-ut!itivcF nf 
churches. W. ('. T. L". organizations, Sons 
of Temperani e, Good Templars, the Hnnic- 
ipal League, the Federated Trades and 
others. President L. D. Inslceep of the 
Municipal I/eague was chosen chairman of 
the meeting. 

When Rev. Dr. McT./ean opened the meet- 
ing he stated that something like the plan 
now proposed iiad for a Ion;; tiuie luen 
thought of l)v him. The plan was ex- 
plained by Rev. William H. McDougal of 
San Mateo, who is the author of it. He 
said: "It is impoKsihle to question that the 
stage to which the temj>erance reform has 
now come is gravely critical. The forces 
of nohie iinpul^r anii moral darinfr have 
borne it to aa\ aiu 1 d ;;ruiii!d. l;\it there it 
stands repulsed. Defenses nobly won have 
been lost. Behind these that remain we 
stand with confused counsels and waver- 
ing faith. Of tlie fortes of inf^obriety 
incomparably the greatest is the drinking- 
saloon. Th.ll is tlie foe that has beaten (is 
back. And wherein is the enemy's 
strength — wherein our present weakness? 
We are many— they are few. But we are 
divided— they are united. 

"It is proposed to form an order which 
shall be known as the Connri! for the Sup- 
pression of the Saloon and that each 
political, industrial, reform, religious or 
benevolent organization wittiin the limits 
of a coancil may elect one member of the 
body. 

"The coancil shall seek by all proj^er 
means, not involving consent to tlie 
principle of license, to close saloons in as 
many places and on as many hoars of tlic 
day and days of the year as possible in 
order to break the baneful piilitical power 
of the saloon and to lessen by proper laws 
its perilous social attractions, or to coun- 
teract those by providing other and onob- 
jectionable places of resort." 

Speeches were made by many of the 
gentlemen present. One speaker said that 
in a certain saloon in Oakland he found 
sixteen young ladies, daughters of busi- 
ness men aiui prominent citizens. 

.lojin (i.Mder. labor leader, who said he 
represented organized labor in Oakland 
and elsewhere, said la l>or could not work 
in harmony with a movement so narrow. 
"The principles of labor or;,-a;iizations," he 
said, "are broad. They recognize the 
workers in breweries and distilleries as 
brothers as much as any other craftsmen, 
and there are so many more important 
questions for labor to consider that it can- 
not waste its tiii^e nor divide its forces on 
temperance. 

The plan .vas favored in speeches by Rev. 
William lia'ier, Rev. Mr. Wendte, Rev. Mr. 
Jones, Dr. t i ear, Mrs. R. R. Johnson and 
Mrs. Borland. 

The constitution of the proi>03ed council 
was finally adopted by a general vote of 
the meetinr. Then 'those not delegates 
withdrew, and tne latter agreed to report 
back to their several organizations and, 
with fuller anthority. attend another meet- 
ing to be held ne.xt "Friilay evening. The 
following rail wa^ is-r..-d:

He engaged there in mining and the luin- 
bcr business, having built th.- tirst sawmill 
In vthat part of tne countrc. .^lavcu 
there until l;v)2, when he wr ut lack Kast 
and returned with his wife ami sou. 'I lie 
family located in Stockton, wucre Vaace 
became City Marshal and Tax Collector. 
His wife and child died there and Vance 
came to <.)akland in 1870, where he has 
since resid.-d. 

He Ik:.- a niece named Madison liviug in 
Stocditoii and another named Hutchinson 
residing in Denver. He also had relatives 
in Pennsylvania. Vance's body will be 
sent to Stockton for burial.

MUTUAL Benevolent 
Society. 



The Hospitai. Management Will 
Probably Be Materially 
Changed. 



Union-square Hall was well filled yester- 
day afternoon by members of -the Celtic 
race, the occasion being the annual meet- 
ing and election of the board of directors 
of the French Mutual Benevolent Society. 

The most important business, aside from 
the election of directors, was the consid- 
eration oi a revised code of by-laws which 
h»'l been [irepared and submitted by a 
committee of six members appointed for 
that nnrpose. The new code differs from 
the old one chieHy in respect to the medi- 
cal staff of the French Hospital. The new 
by-laws provide as follows: 

The medical statt'of the hospital shall be: 
First— A phyfatcian residing in the hospital, 

who shall be seleeieU by the board of directors. 

which also shall determine the amount of his 

remuneration; also two assistantn, without 

pay. 

Second— .\ physician practicing at the iiospi- 
tal at $100 a month, who shall be selected by 
the board oi directors. 1Mb physician shall 
also treat members of the society at his ofllce 
for two hours each afternoon except Sunday. 

Third— .\ surtfetni and so many specialists as 
the board of dirc ciors may deem necessary, to 
be selected by the directors and toservewith- 
out pay. 

Fourth— A physician selected by members of 
the society, who diall ezclnsively visit them at 
their homes, bis pay to be $300 a month and 
$250 a month after three oonMOativa years of 

service. 

Fifth— An ocallst and an aurist to be chosen 
by members of the society at salaries . of ii75 a 
raootb. They shall treat the membors at their 
offices as well as at the hospital. 

Sixth— Two dmgfists selected by. the di- 
rectors. 

Seventh— A dentist selected by the directors, 
who shall extract gratnltonsly the teeth of 
members of the society. The directors shall 

designate the amount to be allowed him for 
eaeli extruclioii. 

On this subject matter there was a lively 
debate, and the oratory grew very warm 
and fervid at times, though no special ex- 
citement was manifested. Finally, how- 
ever, the revised by-laws were adopted, 
with the exception of the paragraph con- 
cerning a resident physician, which was 
left to the 'discretion of the board of di- 
rectors. 

The annual report of the work of the 
society was submitted. Accompanying it 
was a report of the building committee. 
It showed that 1177,749 06 has been spent 
on the new hospital as follows: Construc- 
tion 115341479, inter^ finish %iajsain, 
garden and grounds |6T9I, sundries 18,- 
.•jllSO. '. 

The new hospital, which Ls situated at 
the comer of Point Txibos and Kifth 
avenues, is nearlv ready for occupancy, 
and it is expected that 'the removal will 
take place either in May or in June. 

There were twenty-hve candidates for 
places on the board of directors. As there 
are only fifteen of the.se the disappointed 
ones were numerous. The successiul can- 
didates were: A. L. .^Luradou. I'. A. lier- 
gerot, L. Carraine, I. Cuenin, .1. lies- 
champs, F. Fagothey, A. Froiuent, N. P. 
Loupy, £. Messaeer, A. Ortion, P. Robert,

The Noted English Evangeust 
Gives a Talk to Young . 
Men. 



Personality the Most Influ- 
ential Factor in THE 

Um; VERSE. 



Il^-nry Varley, the noted English evan- 
gelist, delivered an address to the Young 
Men's Christian Association yesterday at 
the regular Sunday afternoon meeting. 
There was an unusually large congrega- 
tion present, including many of the inini.s- 
ters of this city, to hear the eminent 
divine. Secretary McCoy, in introducing 
the speaker, said that once, some years 
ago, while on the platform with Moody, 
the revivalist, s telegram was brought m 
which he read to the audience announcing 
the death in England of Henry Varley. 
This report he had never heard contra- 
dicted, and he was therefore very much 
astonished the other day when Mr. Varley 
walked in on hini. 

Mr. Varley sjioke without any notes, 
and although his talk was rather dis- 
cursive, it wa.> fill! of forcible and telling 
jioints. His nianiitM- of sjieaking is pleas- 
ant, and he eng.iged the close attention of 
liis audience. Occasionally he lightened 
his remarks with htunorons ilinstrations. 
He took for his text, "Who is this that is 
challenging the attention of the world?" 
Personality, he said, is the greatest factor 
in the universe. He could not take any 
stock in materialism. Tliis city and its 
development is strong evidence of the 
power of personality, and gives the lie 
to material isiu. lie could not agree 
with Arnold in solving "there is something 
without US that iiiaKes for righteousnos." 
To accoiiiplisli any good we luu^t work 
uiion what is in the man^ we must lay hold 
of the forces that lie behind the will.' 

"We are born into the world in a con- 
dition of absolute dependence. While the 
lamb or youii" of many other animals 
might survive alone, it is not so with the 
babe. XSvery other living creature devel- 
op an appropriate dress, but it is not so 
With man. Dependence is Interwoven into 
the very texture of our whole being. The 
gr. atest need, then, in the world is for a 
■Savior." 

Speaking of the effect of drink in Kng- 
land, he said that if, they should entireFv 
eliminate the drink oaffio in that count ry 
from the texture of their social life they 
would not have one poor man or poor 
woman in the whole population of :iS,UOO,- 
000 in that little district by the end of a 
single decade. 

Speaking of the boons of the disciples, he 
said that the personalities of Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John were so perfectly 
subjected to the spirit of God that the in- 
dividuals are ahsoliitcly lost in their writ- 
ings. This fact is liiii iue 111 ilie history of 
literature. Take Macaulay's history, the 
author appears on every page, and so it is 
with all other literature, except the New 
Testament, (let rid of this book? No. 
As soon get rid of the suiisliine. s^omesay 
that it is antiquated. Ho are the stars. 
You know that the fundamental princi- 
ples in the sermon on the mount underiy 
all laws. Take the Ten Commandments. 
If they were obeyed in Paris or London or 
San Francisco, or anv other great citv it 
w5nld become the L;irae!i of Bden of't'he 
world.

- Snn Jo^r was the 
scene trf some exiilleiu bicycle races 
to-dAy, both on the track and road, and 
that the new cemeut track of the Garden 
atj Cyclers is all that has been claimed 
for it was Attested by the fact that in the 
lirst race rnn upon it Allan Joues broke a 
World's record in the handicap sprint, 
(listanci- one-third of a mile, K'^ing in 
4- l-'t sccoiuis. 

Wheelmen ir^m all al)tiiit San Jose 
lieaiiod firi- i!,.it . ;iy S.itur.lay, the mnjur- 
iiy coming frtiui Saii rrantisco to attend 
the great "smoker" Saturday night, which 
was a grand success in every patticolar. 
I<ate hours were kept, but all were np to 
see the San Jose Road Club's 5-miIe han- 
dicap roadrace at 10:30 o'clock, as it 
was known a great effort was to be made 
by McFarland to lower the record. That 
he did n«.)t succeed was «lae to tiie voor 
condition of tiie course owing to recent 
lain!!. 

Of the nineteen men entered, fifteen 
started and twelve finished. Q. Kavlet 
won the race with 45 second's handicap, 
while Ted Belloli was first of the scratch 
men, beating McFarland by a few inches, 
covering the distance in IS min. W sec., just 
seconds slower than thi- bist previous 
record. J. B. t'asey was the referee. 

Tiie wheelmen then returned to San 
Jose, and at P. M. were at the Garden 
City's track. As the matinee races were 
on Simday, and were not sanctioned by 
the League of Americaa Wheelmen, both 
class A and B men competed with each 
other and some fine racing was the le- 
fiilt. No admission was charged, and the 
stands overHowed with jieople, the attend- 
ance !)eiiie between 5000 and 6000. 

The tirst race, the one which proved a 
rf cord breaker, was a third of a mile handi- 
cap with nine starters, Allan Jones and 
Oscar Osen riding from scratch. It was a 
hot sprint from the start, Jones riding 
with his customary ease, passing Osen and 
all the handicap men but Sherman, who 
won the race from 50 yards handicap. 
Jones' time was 42 1-5 sec, which is a 
world's record for a third of a mile. The 
best previous records were: 

Class A, 44 2-5 sec, made by Porter at 
Waltham, October 22, lsv>4. 

Class B, 43 4-5 sec— By Tyler at the 
same time and place. 

The second ntce was a handicap for two- 
thirds of a mile, with nine starters, Jones, 
Osen and Delmas at scratch. This was 
another pretty race, won by Sherman, a 
handicap man, with Jones second, Delmas 
third. In this race Jones' time waa 1 min. 
2'i 2-:. ^ec, being within a fifth of a second 
of thf- record. 

A mile invitation race brought out six 
utarieai^aud was won oy Downs in 2 min. 
47 .%-5 jkc. Sherman second, Hubbard third. 

The final event of the day's sport was a 
third of a mile scratch race, which Downs 
ai^o won, in 47 2-5 sec, C. Jamum second, 
Hubbard third. 

Between the races, the crack riders who 
are training on the track came out for a 
spin at different times and were applauded. 
Several lively brushes took place between 
the men. H.id thr crowd went wild witli 
excitement when Bald, Castleraan, Ziegler, 
Edwards, Wells, Osen, Alexander Jarman 
and Monahan went spinning around the 
track.

All the circumstances justify the con- 
clusion that the construction of the San 
Joaquin road is now assured. Monry s'.f- 
iicient to launch the enterprise has been 
subscribed and a sum sofBeient to com- 
]>1ete it is in sight. The choice of a route 
• Mther by Pan Jose or by Stockton can be 
.;id for the asking, and nerhaps both will 
I . accepted. Terminal facilities in San 
I'raiicisco have been agrfril upon and it 
luiils only the Governor's signature to 
inaki them certain. In short the fan 
Joaquin roaa is practically an established 
enterprise, and the Half-Million Club and 
other progressive meh who look to the 
future may now ask themselves what is to 
be done next. 

Over that question there is hardly any 
room for controversy. Clearly the next 
great enterprise to be undertaken is a road 
to Eureka. The whole rirh i^cgion to the 
north of us is only partially developed. A 
line along the north coast would open up 
almost a virgin area to enterprise and in- 
dustry. The region is one of more than 
ordinary natural resources. The great 
lumber interests are in themselves remark- 
able, but tiny are only a minor factor in 
the total wealth of the section. The soil is 
as fertile as any in the Union. It i.s fitted 
for the most diversilied rural industry and 
can support an immense population in 
comfortable luxury as soon as the people 
are provided with ths means of transport- 
ing their'produce to market A railroad 
would soon bring about a development 
that would supply it with abundant busi- 
ness, and in a comparatively few years 
would be one of the best paying roads in 
the State. 

It is worth noting, moreover, in this con- 
nection that the Great Northern road has 
begun to push its way to the south. A 
road from San Francisco to Ktireka would 
be a. big inducement for the Great North- 
em to make that place the objective point 
of its southern e.Ttension. This would 
open another through route for San Fran- 
cisco and would be of incalculable advan- 
tage to her extending commerce. A multi- 
tude of reasons, therefore, impel our jiro- 
gre.ssive men to look northward at this 
time. Of course, the prime duty of the 
hour is to subsrribe to the S:in .lo;uiuin 
road and get it established and started. 
After that is done, however, enterprise 
must turn toward Humboldt. The Eureka 
railroad is the next thing.

The action of the Half-Million Club in

For San Franci.sco to 
take the initiative in arranging for an ex- 
cursion to Southern Cailfurnia i.s as novel 
as it 13 praiseworthy. It n;' .i'is that the 
intelligent enterprise of San Francisco in 
taking a step for the benefit of Southern 
California is earnestly desirous of seeing 
that region grow and prosper, knowing 
that a benefit to any part of the State is 
an addition to ttie prosperity of the whole. 

The fiestas at Santa Barbara and Los An- 
geles ere the occasions for the excursions. 
The e.^o '.rsioni.sts wi;i not be limited to 
visitin-.; stran^trs, ami it desirable that 
a s\irticiint number of intelligent Califor- 
nians to explain what is seen, should ac- 
company the visitors. It is in this partic- 
ular that one of the most important 
branches of the work is to be done. A most 
discouraging fact with which California ns 
have to contend, is the great difficulty en- 
countered in making even the most intel- 
ligent strangers comprehend the value of 
the peculiar conditions which are brought 
to their notice. It is so natural for u.s to 
measure that wh:c!i is new by the standard 
which we have formed from experience 
with that which is old, that the efforts to 
induce a setting aside of this ataodiard 
must be exceedingly patient and anquali- 
tiedly intelligent. In order to tell the trath 
about California without seeming to tell a 
lie. one must have tact as well as judg- 
ment; for the truth often is incredible to 
those whom experience has not initiated 
into the mysteries of the State. Nothing 
so tries the pati'jiice of a Californiau as the 
smile of pitying incredulity with which his 
assertions are sometimes received by a 
stranger. Really the stranger himself is 
the one to be pitied, not only for being ig- 
norant of the good things which California 
cheerfully gives to all who will accept, but 
also for denying liiinsclf, by reason of this 
ignorance, the benefits which their accept- 
ance would bring. 

Every intelligent effort to advertise the 
resources and attractions of California, 
therefore, must be govemed by a knowl- 
edge of the strangePs incredulity and by 
the further fact that it is natural with 
him. It is never sufficient to tell him 
what there is here; he must first be in- 
structed in the shortcomings of his old 
environment. If he objects to the bracing 
summer winds of San Franci.sro he shouhl 
not only be asked if he prefers the debili- 
tating heat of his old home, but should be 
informed that these winds, pure and laden 
with strength-giving ozone, render malaria 
and zymotic and endemic diseases impossi- 
ble. This is but a hint of the thousand 
things that require intelligence to know 
and uict to impart. And it should always 
be borne in mind that it can tie shown not 
only that in comjiarison with all j.os.-ible 
Eastern conditions those in California are 
snperioT, but that' here many conditions 
exist which are. wholly foreign to the 
experience <rf strangers and whteh have to 
be learned from the beginning. 



sound strange from the mouth of Holman, 

or for that matter from the month of any 
man who in Congress has given f-vcri a 
lacit siuvport to the narrow ii. reign policy 
of the (Jlevolaud adiniTiistralioii. Recog- 
nizing the incongruity of his present pro- 
fessions with his record in Congress, Hol- 
man went on to say that he had prepared 
for submission to Congress a resolution in 
relation to the Hawaiian affair which 
woufd have extended the Monroe doctrine 
over the entire western hemisphere, in- 
cluding Hawaii, but was induced to with- 
hold it by the cliairniau of the <"omniittee 
on Foreign Affairs in order to protect the 
State Department from criticism.

We hiay not 
have faith in Holman's annexation proph- 
ecies, nor even believe such extensive an- 
nexation is desirable, but no one can fail 
to see in the suppression of Holman's reso- 
lution another evidence of Cleveland's 
blighting effect ui'on his jiarty. It is not 
to be wondered at th.it the last Congress 
failed so completely when its leaders were 
thus handicapped by the White House. 
"The spirit of troe Democracy— the Democ- 
racy of Thomas Jefferson," as Mr. Holman 
puts it, was sat upon by the fat President 
and crushed out of shape.

One of -the oddities of California is the 
seriousness with which a large proportion 
of its people takes note of every casual 

criticism of society. One would suppose 
that no other society had ever been criti- 
cized, and that the belles and beaux and 
.social leaders of San Francisco alone were 
subject to the slings and arrows of wit and 
satire. 

It seems to be overlooked that this sort 
of thing has tiken going on in every age 
and in every nation since the beginning of 
literature. If we may trust the wits, there 
is no such thing as good society and fiever 
has been. The beau monde of Berlin, 
Paris and London have been more bitterly 
lampooned than that of Chicago or Sun 
Francisco. What has been writron of ns 
that will compare with what Thackeray 
wrote of England, Zola of France and Hei ne 
of Germany?

Wherever there is wit there is raillery, 
and satire, like death, loves a shining 
mark. Nothing that is bright escapes it. 
If a man makes his own fortune he is ridi- 
culed as a parvenu. If he inherits it he is 
denounced as an idler and a dude. If he 
remains always in his native land he is 
mocked at as an nntraveled ignoramus. If 
he goes abroad he is lampooned as a trav- 
eled popinjay. C>ne social le.-i.ler is reserved 
ami is pictured as a sui "-rciM'- ;^ excliLsive; 
another keeps an oj". :!, i. iialile house 
and is described as a seeker after notoriety. 
Thus there is no escape for the victim, and 
the only consolation for the descendant of 
a hundred earls or the daughter of a s. Lip- 
maker is to be found in the knowledge that 
the existence of the satire is a proof they 
have been conspicuous enough to attract 
the satirist. 

It is a profonnd saying of SchUrer's, 
"Wit wars with beanly everUstingly." It 
is ever the finest poems that are parodied 
and the noblest paintings that are per- 
verted in cartoons. Beauty would draw 
all men from work to an idle worship of its 
loveliness, if a divine providence h.ad not 
raised up a host of railers to mock at it. 
The glow and the glory of social life as 
seen in rich men's halls, with all the acces- 
sories of exquisite gannents, glittering 
gems, good music and dainty repasts, re- 
vealing as it does men and woni'-a under 
their most joyous asp<'Cts r. r,;: :;;re of 
the dance or the free How of delightful con- 
versation, is one of the most beautiful 
sights the earth affords. 'Wit cannot but 
war with that sight and seek to spoil it. 
Fortunately it wars in vain. While it is as- 
sailing one phase of social life a new one 
arises, and society leaving its old fashion 
for the 'Wits to peck at, goes dancing off to 
fresh fields and pastures green.

8. A. Andree, tiie ilistinguished Swedish 
civil engineer and ?( loritiflc aeronaut, will 
slart next year on a i.ftllr.on journey to the 
Nrtrth Pole, under th,' auspices of the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Science and with the 
financial support of a number of Bwedlah gen- 
tlemen, says the New York World. 

Chimerical as such an undertaking seems to 
be, its projectors l)elieve it will be azneoess, 
with most important results. 

In a lecture before the Boyal Swedish Acad- 
emy recently Mr. Andree outlined his plans, 
lie declared that the sc ience of balloon con- 
struction and oi steeri;;- a btilioon during the 
last tour years has advanced so far as almost to 
solve the practicability of aerial navigation. 

His plan is to establish headquarters at the 
Norwegian Islands on the northwest coast of 
Spltzbergen. Here a liou>e or shed of sufficient 
size to cover a balloon of 22 meters, or 72:0 
feet In diameter when filled with gas, will be 
erected, and from this point the balloon jour- 
ney to the North Pole will commence. The 
greatest expert in the world on balloon con- 
struction and aerial voyages, the celebrated 
balloon manufacturer, the late L. Gabriel Yon 
of Paris, in a letter to Mr. .\ndrce indorsed the 
plan as entirely practicable and advised him 
to use a balloon of 22 meters in diameter, to be 
constructed of two-fold silk covers, and said 
that a balloon of this size and construction 
would float for thirty days without reliiling. 
As an indorsement of M. Yon's statement, 
Henri Giffard, Poisenillcs and Qraham, who 
are well-known aeronauts, computed that the 
balloon would lose comparatively a small 
amount of gas in a month. * 

The gas used for halloons is now manufactured 
and for sale and can be transferred any dis- 
tance in cylinders; 1700 to 1800 cylinders 
are sufficieitt to fill a polar balloon, such as Mr. 
Andn e will use, andean without any difficulty 
be tra:;>p.>rted to Spitziiereen. As it might

open air >Ir. .\n*lree will erect a portable shed 
to cover the balloon when beinc tilled. 

The balloon under construction will be of 
such carrying power as to support a large, 
strongly built gondola. The gondola will con- 
tain a dark room for photographic purposes, a 
sleeplng-room for three persons and will be 
provided with a system of sails for steering. 
The gondola will be suspended from the bal- 
loon in such a way that in case of disaster it 
can be instantly detaclied. 

An interesting feature of the projected trip 
is that the balloon will not rise higher over the 
earth on an average than 825 feet. This will 
be accomplished by means of draglines, con- 
structed of cocoa fiber, permitting them to 
float on the water. The balloon can therefore 
be kept at tbayisme distance from the earth in 
passing either over ioeorwater. 

The balloon will also be provided with a 
great num!er of free hanging ballast lines. 
The object of these Is that in case the balloon 
from some cause or other suddenly sinks to a 
great depth as soon as the ballast line touches 
the grouml the balloon will be relieved of a 
c.'jrresi.on'! weight and the sinking will 
stop l>efure the gondola touches the ground. 

The lourney, as now planned, will be In a 
direct line from Spitsbergen over the norib 
pole to BerhiK strait, a distance of abont 2294 
nii.es, and -iviU not, it is expected, occupy more 
than six days, which is a fifth part ol the time 
the balloon eta float without refilling. 

Geographical and meteorological observa- 
tions en route will be made t)y a competent 
scientist. Photographs will be taken "i t ie 
country as the balloon floats forward, and 
these will be taken in double sets. One set 
will be developed on board the balloon in ease 
the travelers meet with accident and haveto 
take ti. tlie g.i-rh.la. The balloon will also bS 
provided with Iiavy's safety laihps and an 
electric storajte battery for cooking, etc. 

In the polar regions during the 'month of 
July the sun, 1m. til by night and day, is above 
the horizon, so that the Arctic regions are 
peculiarly fitted for a long aerial voyage. 
The lowest tem|«ratare at Spitsbergen in July, 
1883, was a few degrees above the zero point. 

Another advantage of ballooning In the .Arc- 
tic regions i.~ the absence of veijetatlon, and 
thus the drag lines will pass along evenly and 
without obstruction. Still another advantage 
is the absence of electrical storms. No record 
has ever been made of lightning or thunder in 
this part (rf the nlnhc. It has been suggested 
that a heavy snowfall would destroy the bal- 
loon, akd this would certainly be a misfor- 
tune; but from records made In July at Spitz- 
bergen this tiaiii^er i.s not to be feared. 

The total ( o^t of the exiiedition will be 
about :ii40,UU0, and this amount has already 
been subscribed. King Oscar ol Sweden takes 
a great Interest in the proposed balloon jour- 
ney, and will no doubt materially aid Mr. 
Andrei;. 

Baron Nordenskjold, the famous polaf trav- 
eler and discoverer of the Northwest Passage, 
has strongly recommended the expedition to 
the Royal Academy, and has stated the only 
practical way of reaching the North Pole is by 
means ol a balioun. From his large experi- 
ence of polar and arctic meteorological condi- 
tions, he Is satisfied that Andree's plan will 
he successful. As the distance from Ppltz- 
bergeri to Iht^ North Pole is only about seven 
hundred miles, with a south wind the expedi- 
tion should in a few hours see more of the 
polar regions than would be discovered In 
several centuries by the old methods of ex- 
I>loralion. 

Dr. Nils Ekholm, probably the best Informed 
meteorologist in Europe and one of the mem- 
bers of the .Swedish Spitsbergen expedition 
in 1882-83, says that the wind currents are 
favorable during tiho summer months for a 
balloon voyage. The only danger he fears is 
that on reaching the North Pole, or the center 
of the polar regions, a perfect calm may be 
found to prevail; but experience has proved 
that such a center is usually surrounded by 
wind currents blowing outward. 

Mr. Andree has a Enroiiean reputation as a 
scientific aerial traveler. He is not an enthu- 
siast, but a I'raclical cool-headed man of 
science, who has made uiai.y cxi)erimental 
tests besides many balloon journeys. In his 
balloon Svea last November he traveled from 
Gothenburg, on the west coast of Sweden, to 
the Island of Gotland, In the Baltic, a distance 
of over 2ib English miles, covering the dls- 
tanee in live yours.

Capital Is I.n'vited Calmly to 
Consider Its Obvious 
Advamtaoes. 



Charlet M. Shortridgr., Esq.. Editnr Call:— 
In common with the people of this preat 
/•ommouwealth of California I have been 
pleased with the new depart tire you have 
made in the makeup of the .Morninfr ('all 
by giving precedence and prnniinence to 
Pacific Coast news in that paper. As u 
journalist you are showing yoor sppiecia- 
tion of the fact that California has the 
capacities of an empire in herself, and that 
San Francisco ought to be a' metropolis, 
not a mere monopolist, absorbing the 
profits of the country instead ol expanding 
its resources. 

■\Ve the jx ople arc f;lad to note that ynu 
have discovered that Huinhohlt is within 
the confines of California (and itieidentally 
within the limits of the Call's circulation); 
that Benicia is yet on the map, and tlutt 
even "South" California does not receive 
the cold shoulder from the Call. 

We observe that you have been able to 
find several valleys in which a coniitcting 
railroad might be run— on paper at least— 
with profit to the investors and advantage 
t ) the community, but I am surprised that 
tlieCAi.L has m.t east it- edit.irial eyoaloUh' 
the coast of t'aliforii.a when iookiiij; foraii 
outlet for San Francisco or for opportuni- 
ties for investment. 

The newspapers have not spared s|>acein 
dilating ui>on the prohts of e.impeting 
railroads, and the halls of kv'islation ana 
the chambers of Commerce have echoed 
with eloquence inspired hy the tremend- 
ous advantages of competition. 

Let me inquire, wliat is the matter with 
building a railroad along a route free from 
the competition or rival lines'? 

If parallel roads will pay, and no one 
doubts that, why would it iiot pay to con- 
struct a line through a fertile territory 
where its entire traffic would be tributary ? 
These are iiertineiit questions at this time 
of railroad revival in California. 

The region lying northwest from this 
city, skirting the ooean shore, appeals to 
he a veritable terra incognita to the aver 
age Califomian. 

The Southern Pacific line mnning via 
Menlo Park to San .lose, southward to Pa- 
jaro A'alley and beyond is c.alled the coast 
division, and the mountain range diviiiinir 
the San Joaquin from the 8anta Clara Val- 
ley is mapped as the coast range, and 
these eeoRraphic misnomers have uncon' 
sciously caused great misapprehension rC' 
(.'ardiug the topography and the extent of 
territory lying along tile shore of the Pa- 
cific Ucean. The fact is, that the Santa 
Cruz range of mountains hide from the 
view of tlie vallev traveler a tract from 
twenty to forty miles in width, which con- 
tains more resources and more productive 
possibilities oi development than any area 
of equal extent in the State at this time. 

A railroad running from San Fraiicisro 
to Halfmonn Bav and theme <lonu ihe 
shore to Santa Cruz would e.v|«pse luore 
natural wealth and d'-velnp nuire traltic 
than the most sanguine promoter of the 
valley road is calculating upon for any 
seventy-five miles in length on that ronte. 

From the crest of the nanta Cms Moan- 
tains to within a few miles of the sea shore 
extends a virgin forest of limber; covering' 
150,000 acres, the largest and Ihicst body of 
timber contiguous to a great city that re- 
mains on the globe to-day. 

Only those who have some knowledge of 
the output of the Aptos and Boulder Creek 
canyons can have any conception of the 
vast tonnage this can give to a railroad and 
of the stimulus to industry it would be to 
open up this belt of timber which at the 
present time is as inaccessible as if it lay 
in Alaslca. 

Not only is this region rich in redwood, 
but it contains more tanbark oak than is 
standing elsewhere in the State. The tan- 
neries located in this city and in San Ma- 
teo County have exhausted the tanbark 
that is accessible by teams, but there are 
millions of cords eiitoiiihcd in this tract, 
every pound of which would contribute 
tonnage to a railway. 

Another feature of this forest, often over- 
looked in computing its resources, is the 
variety of timber it contains. "There are 
nearlv seventy species of forest growth 
foiuul between Ihe Santa Cru/ suinniit and 
the shore, at elevatuuis reachi,is from the 
ocean level to an altitude of 4(AK) feet. 
Such variety of timber growth is found no- 
where else on the Pacific Coast, and it sug- 
gests an adaptability of soil ana climate for 
other productions "equally varied in re- 
quirements of culture. 

This vast timber tonnage which for ten 
years would run a railroad lies visibly 
above the ground waiting the saw and the 
locomotive. Hut this section does not have 
its wealth all displayed on its jierson, so to 
siieak. Its canyons are riblied with gran- 
ite, limestone and that peculiar California 
mineral production, which combines the 
qualities of cement And concrete, called 
bituminous rock. 

The limeworks, in operation for forty 
years in the vicinity of this place, yield 
what is conceded to be the best lime on 
the coast, and furnish now a tonnage of 
aliout 9000 carloads per annum. 

But there are richer treasures in this line 
to the northward. Limitless dcjiosits of 
limestone, said by experts to be superior 
m iiuality to the present available product, 
and vnly requiring facilities for transporta- 
tion to make their outpitt available for con- 
sumption. 

The bituniinotis rock business has de- 
veloped from nothing to a dailv output 
reachinp thirty earloa'i.-i within ten years 
is yet in its infancy, and the deposits 
that would be accessible for shipmeut over 
a coast road are as limitless as the salt in 
the ocean itself. 

This rook is now hauled hv teams from 
seven to nine miles, over outr'ageouslv bad 
roads, bnt every nonnd of it c<nild be 
loaded on the cars of a coast road bv grav- 
itv tramways extending to the quarnes. 

The timber, the tanbark, the lime ami 
the bituminous rock are crude staples, all 
awaiting transportation in enormous in- 
calculable quantities from this territory, 
but they do not comprise all the resources 
tributary to a railroad. 

The milk, butter, vegetables and small 
fruits to supply San Francisco would main- 
ly be drawn from this region when once 
communication by raU was established 
with the paetropolis. What the develop- 
ment of this busfness would be in a countrv 
where four crop? a year can he grown anil 
where grass remains green without irriga- 
tion for nine months in the vear cannot be 
estimated, \\ ithin a short time the fa- 
mous truck farms of New Jersey would be 
surpassed under such favoring conditions 
of climate and a rapid transit to market 
without the intervention of a ferry cross- 
ing. 

Some years ago the fertile farms and 
loothil s in the Pajaro section were sending 
to market small shipments of fruit by the 
°°^' "'6 apple crop alone ex- 

ceeded ,00 carloads and Pajaro Vallev now 
"'■■nwhes 300IJ carloads of produce annu- 
ally. From Santa Cruz northward, along 
this region referred to, are several valleys 
as fertile as the Pajaro and their aggregate 
acreage would compare with it in extent. 

Handicapped as the farmers arc with the 
necessity of hauling their croj.s bv team 
over the heavy mountain grades, this sec- 
tion has shipped 17,000.000 pounds of cab- 
Imge to the Chicago market and sold nearly 
as much in San Francisco in a single sea- 
son. Freight rates at present from Hall- 
moon Bay to San Francisco are higher 



than thev are from Liverpool to San Fran- 
cisco, an'd that this rcfiion has developed 
at all under these conditions is proof of its 
superior soil and climatic conditions for 
the culture of vegetable and root produets. 

Concerning the tribute of Iraftic from the 
dairying interests along forty miles of tins 
line, I am unable 19 offer statisti. s off- 
hand. At presents portion of this trade ii 
done by rail from this place, a i>ortion by 
the ocean steamers, ana from San .\fali,i 
County there is a regular line of freight 
teams that haul toSyi Francisco overland, 
bnt every pound shotlld be carried by a 
railway. 

These are only hints of some of the mo t 
conspicuous possibilities of freight for « 
railroad line through a section where lum- 
bering, mining, farming anil f ruit-growi:,.; 
are all awaiting iraii'«portation and wh. r.! 
the only competition jiossible is the tn;is- 
tang and the raging main. The pos«it - 
ties for the developiueiit of pleasure tn . • ! 
are simply liniitle-s, I he most attrac... 
beaches on tlo- l alifiirnia coast would 
within an lio ..'•'s :ia.- of San Fr:in' i-' m and 
the heaulies of i.io'iTitain, br<M,k aie! i'each 
for lifty miles of shore line are beyond anv 
ade<]uate portrayal by the pen. 

Our "fair city by the sea, ' with its fine-i 
bathing beach an 1 most ciuahle iliuiaV' 
in the world, is i.ot ;iiiknr>wii to fame, h 
it has by no means readied the limit of ii-i 
development. It doubled. its population 
and trebled its wealth in the decade from 
188,'J to IHM, and with a co.ast road would 
he only two hours liistant Iron. San Fran- 
cisco affording suburban attractions un- 
equaled by any locality on the Atlantic 
coast. 

The project and its suggestive p.<«.il,:'|. 
ties are not new or original. Tweun \. 
ago it was seriously considered an 1 I H .. 
in the past actual operations ha\e been 
coninienied. Its consummation was 
thwarted by influences it is not necessary 
to name, but the fact that the scheme was 
considered feasibleand inviting then. -Th- i 
the resources of the section were ^ |, . 
veloped and the cost of construe!;^ ; .. 
comparably greater, renders the i>ros| ett 
much more promising and definiie now, 
when the traflSc to offer is more, the rate 
of interest less, and the price of lalior ai.d 
material eheaper by half. 

Kven this random, sketchy glance at 
some of the obvious business and benefiM 
that lie within the scope of an ocean shore 
line, would be incomplete without refer- 
ence to the fl nanci a l aspect ol the onder- 
taking. 

The narrow-gange road between this 
city and San Francisco was one of the 
costliest stretches of railroad to c»in»tn:i t 
that was ever built in this country. It 
was built and eijuipped at a time "when 
labor and material were lioth dear as e,,r: - 
pared with present prices. It.- actual ec.-t 
was over four millions of dollars, or more 
than fifty thousand doUaia a mile, distrib- 
uting its cost by mileage. For the tlrst 
fifty miles of the line if was in ilirei • - im- 
peiition with the Southern I'ai itic i : 1 
Its business, and only enjoyed a monoi o. .• 
for thirty miles over the mountains. 

This road after being in operation lou;; 
enough to demonstrate what it ci ul l do, 
was .sohl for $'!,ti<J0,<X>l and h.i^ sin, ,. i. ii.l 6 
per cent interest on Ixjiids to that an. i iiit, 
a sum representing an investment of 
$75,o'X) per mile. 

The road up the coast to-day can be built, 
providing the right of way is conceded, for 
one-third the capitalization 7>er mile of tho 
narrow-gauiie road, and would comm:iii I 
without com)ietitic pii -10 jier ( etit more traiiii: 
at theoutsetthan awaited the narrow gauge 
npmi its completion. 

We see it stated that "Eastern capital is 
looking this way." If so its vision ought 
to be directed to the uiar>.':u of the Pai ific; 
but there is enough hoarded gold in the 
vaults of San Franci.sco that is non-produc- 
ing at the present time to build and equip 
this railroad, and every dollarso expended 
would be doubled in three years.

SWEDENDOEG'S ^HEOLOGT. 

Rev. 1'. L. Higginn' Final I,ectiire In 
tbe O'Farrel-strect Cbareh. 
Sev. F. Jj. Higgins gave bis sixth and 
final lecture last night on "Swedenborg 
and What He Has Done for the World," at 
the Swedenborgian church on O'Faprell 
street. 'Mr. Higgins said in theconrseof 
his sermon: It is not too much to say 
that in the future the world will looi; hack 
on the name of Swedtnhuig as we of to- 
day do on the name of Moses. Swenden- 
borg has rescued from the hand of imita- 
rianism the doctrines^ of the divinity of 
Ofariat and of the sacrad scriptures. 

Instead of the doctrine of a trinity of 
persons in tbe Godhead, a doctrine which 
was oromuleated by the bishops of the 
Xicene Council, and which has ttirned the 
Christian religion into the pagan worship 
of three persons, and therefore virtually 
three (iods, Swedenbore teaches that there 
i>. one it(kI in only one divine person and 
that that God was Jehovah, who was man- 
I iiested in Jesus Christ in fulfillment ot Old 
Testament prophecy tliat it was Jehovah 
himself who was to come into the world, 
and also in accordance with New Tesla- 
inent declaration.^ that in ChrLst all the 
fullness of the Godhead dwelt tradily. 

In other words Swedenborg teaches that 
there exists in Jesus Chnst the same 
trinity which is found rellected in man, 
who was made in the image of God. It 
does not take three persons to make one 
man, therefore it cannot take three per- 
sons to make one God. Thei« is, neverthe- 
less, a trinity in every man. It consists of 
his soul, body and proceeding energy. 
Furthermore man's body emanates from 
his soul and manifests or brings it forth 
to view. 

While man's energy proceeds from the 
■soul through the body so the divine Trin- 
ity called Father, Son and Holy Spirit is 
embodied in Jesus Christ. His sool was 
and is Jehovah, the Father, aocoTding to 
his own words in John. 

If tbe father was a separate person he 
could not dwell In Christ. Furthermore 
what is spoken of as the son is the human- 
ity whicn Jehovah took upon himself from 
the virgin motlier, and which, by regener- 
ation, lie madtr to become a ("livine hu- 
manity.

His death will bring 
sorrow to thousands of his former pupils 

throughout the Slate, by whom he was 
univer.s;illy belovi <! for his noble character. 
-Meiander McCai lhy was born in Boston, 
but came to this city with his people when 
a child and was educated at St. Mary ii 
College, where he was recognized, as the 
first student of tbe school. When in 1868 
the Christian Brothers came to that school 
he was chosen to represent the students at 
the reception given to the Brothers. A 
year and a half afierw ard he joined that 
order as a novitiate in St. Joseph's Acad- 
emy in Oakland. When the period of his 
probation had e.xi ired he returned to St. 
Mary's College as .a teacher. Later he 
taught at the Sacramento Institute at Sac- 
ramento and finally came to the Sacred 
Heart College, of which institution he be- 
came president last July, succeeding the 
Kev. Brother Geneliern. 

Brother Alexander was considered one 
of the best teachers of inathematics in the 
country and stood very hi'-ii as a literary 
scholar. On account of his ability as a 
Teacher and his charming personality he 
was respected and beloved by every one of 
his sliideiits.

IKr. Howell Believes in StlmnlatlmK Con- 
' rainptlon Among: the Masses. 

Walter Howell addressed a large au- 
dience at Golden Gate Hall last night. His 
topic was: "Can We Solve the Problem of 
Poverty?" 

He spoke against the centralization of 
state as urged by the socialists, and while 
recognizing their high aims thought that 
the means tliey suggested were insnllicient. 
As a remedy for the curse of poverty he 
suggested that the standard of living 
among the ma^es be raised, in order that 
the consumption of wealth be increased, 
which would naturally result in the pro- 
duction of wealth being correspondingly 
sufficient. 

The advocates of State socialism point 
to the postal system as an example of its 
success. Governmental management is 
not, the .speaker argne<l, equal to private 
or capitalistic enterprise. The 'oulk of the 
work, which is transportation, is practi- 
cally done by the big railioails, while only 
the minimum of the work is done by the 
postal officials. loasmuoh as the i>ostal 
system has received numerous grants to 
maintain it, which if necessary to private 
enterprises would result in their being 
called bankrupt, it can scarcely be termed 
a success. Nor had State management of 
the railroads in Europe proved either satis- 
factory or successful. 

The State government, tlie speaker said, 
represents only the average intelligence, 
whereas capitalistio enterprise employs 
genius, and only by genius ts it pushed to 
success. 

The orthodox socialist lays too great 
stress on supply and demand, while the 
new school, recognizing that the laborer is 
a consumer, seeks by slimnl.ii ing consump- 
tion to make a greater demand on produc- 
tion. 



The Evangelist Managed a Hand- 
icap Footrace for Him 
IN 1868. 



Rev. John Currie, the evangelist, is back 
again in the city after seven months' work 
in his native country among tlie rougher 
elements in Glasgow. Mr. Currie in the 
conversion of one Paisley man made a 
great stir all over Scotland, and that was 
Bobert Hindle, who was the great foot- 
racer of Scotland for twenty years np to 
1880. 

Mr. Currie's first meeting with Robert 
Hindle was in Scotland in intw, when flie 
evangelist was a trainer of footracers. He 
arranged a handicap, three-<iuarlers of a 
mile footrace, which Hindle, who was 
placed on the scratch, w on. Speaking of 
it last evening Mr. Currie said that up lo 
eighteen years ago he had made a business 
of trainine footracers and getting up hand- 
icao races m tbe old country and' in 
the Eastern States and Canada, but 
was converted in 1877 in Montreal and 
has since been doing evangelical work all 
over the world. Last year he went over to 
Scotland and met and converted many of 
his old comiiatiions of the track, but the 
most orominent was P>.obert Hinale, who 
is now over 80 years of age. Hindle came 
over to this country in 187S and beat every- 
body on this side in tbe Scottish games. 
His name is still so well known m that 
country that bis conversion by the man 
who had handicapped him in 1868 created 
a great stir.

BEAUTIFUL EQUIPAGES OUT. 



An Aruy of Visitors Inspects 
THE Riches op the New 
Museum. 



Enthusiastic yachtsmen throng the 
shores of the lake at Golden Gate Park 
now. Though they all stay ashore, they 
have the nautical roll in their'walk, they 
hitch their trousers like true sailor men, 
forgetful of the fact that they wear sus- 
penders, and they discourse learnedly upon 
ship construction, keels, misceo-inasts and 
other marine mysteries. 

Unlike their nautical brethren, who live 
at Sausalito, most of these gentlemen own 
yachts. They do not go sailing in them, 
tbongh, because the largest of the fleet 
only measures fifty -three inches from tip 
to tip. 

The fleet consisted of over fifty vessels 
yesterday. They varied in build from an 
exact model of the famous America to a 
h.nrurrinir, tlat-hottoined "hay schooner" 
thai had been brought to the sailing pond 
on a toy express wagon by two small boys 
Uvmg in the Mission. 

Many interesting races were indulged in 
and the small owners of some of the vessels 
became almost bankrupt backing their 
proneitv. while several sightseers, out in 
rowboats, were nearly mobbed becansethey 
insisted upon getting tangled vpin the 
course of the racers. 

X great race is looked for next Sunday 
between a schooner built by W. J. Har- 
grave and a sloop built by R. J. Cousins, 
the engineer of the Governor Perkins, and 
owned by Thomas Wise, the druggist. It 
was to have taken place last Sunday but 
the rain interfered. Both vessels are 
among the largest in the fleet and are 
built w'ith an eye to speed as well as ^race. 
Much interest is felt in the result and con- 
siderable money is sure to change hands. 

The sailing of miniature vessels on the 
lake promises to be one of the most ponu- 
lar sports of the park. Formerly enthu- 
siastic model-makers tried their Ix.ats on a 
pond near the. Presidio; but the jiark lake 
possesses so many superior advantages 
that the fleet is growing evenr day. In fact, 
it is growing so large as to become some- 
thing of a nuisance, since the owners take 
umbrage if careless oarsmen collide with 
their vessels, and have at times cast stones 
ami many naughty imprecations at the 
offenders. 

The lake was only one ot the places at 
tlie park that was thronged. The many 
attraction.'* of tbe new museum, the beach, 
the band, and above all, the perfection of 
the warm, suushiny day, brought crowds 
to the people's pleasure grounds. Though 
the poncourse was packed and the roads 
busy w^ith vehicles of all descriptions there 
were no accidents. Outside the park there 
was one runaway, but that was all. 

Two handsome rigs attracted general at- 
tention. E. J. Baldwin had a large party 
of friends out in his drag with four-in- 
hand. Tiie other equipage was a stunning 
cart drawn ( y three lieaulitul horses driven 
tandem Liv \Valter Morosco. Mr. Moro.s- 
co's Son, Oliver, was the only other occu- 
pant of the new rig with the exception of a 
"tiger," who occupied the rear seat in cor- 
rect livery. » 

As the afternoon progressed the crowd 
increased and much interest was excited 
by ilie various collections which have 
been so carefully arranged and clearly 
Iffbeled that the visitors have no trouble in 
appreciating what they see. A connt was 
kept of those who passed tbe turnstile to- 
dav. The record showed the enormous 
ligiire of 18,022.

NOW AT CALVARY CEMETERY. 



Action of Silica or Lime the 
Probable Cause of the 
Transformation. 



Down at Holy Cross Cemeterj, in San 
Mateo County, there is an imposing mauso- 
lenm waitini; for the reception of the 
earthly remains of Mrs. Theresa Fair and 
her family, and probably no other tomb in 
all America will have the distinction with 
which it is Opstined to be marked. 

At present there are the remains of four 
persons to be laid in the vaults of the gran- 
ite mansoleum. One of them is petrified, 
and so preserved by the secret processes of 
nature that its form is true to life, and uo 
doubt will remain so long as the stone re- 
sists disintegration. This is the extra- 
ordinary distinction that will cling to the 
magniliccnl family tomb that has just been 
finished in Huly Cnxs Ometery — one full 
of interest i,',r the scientitic mind and as- 
ti>h:-l!:MCiit f,>r tlie puhlir. 

Tlie pctrilied remains are those of 
Tliomas Booney, the father of the late 
Mrs. Fair. Rooney lived for many years 
in the mountain mining districts. He 
died on August 14, ISiii, and was buried in 
the cemetery at Angels Camp, Calaveras 
County. The earth where his body was laid 
is largely comjiosed of silica, one of the com- 
ponents of quart/, tlwiuuh in a different 
state, and piiss. ^-sed of <]ualities having 
the power iii I ' trifaction, or more cor- 
rectly of silicifyiug organic substances and 
changing organic tissues into a glass-like 
body known aa silica. 

Although no opportunity for scientitic 
investigation was possible in the present 
case, scientific men familiar with the 
peologi,:a! conditions and action of silicates 
on organic substances, have no donbt that 
the remains of Thomiis R.ioiiey were sub- 
jected to the influence of quartz in some 
form while lying in the mountain burial 
ground, and that his tisstiea were rapidly 
Biliciaed. . 

The petrified body is now in a temporary 
vault in Calvary Cemetery in this city, 
wlienee it wil! be taken to the mausoleum 
erected by his daughter, Mrs. Fair. 

A very strange feature of the phenome- 
non, for such it really is, cannot be easily 
explained. Rooney's body underwent tlie 
change, while the remains of his wife and 
son, resting on either side, returned to 
ashes. 

John T. Rooney, the son, died July 2, 
1R.54, and was interred at Angels Camp. 
On June 16. 1S:»J, Mrs. Alice Kooney. Mrs. 
Fair's motlier, <leparted. P!-,e wns laic> a 
few feet from her hoy. And wlien old Mr. 
Rooney passed away in the August follow- 
ing he was buried between tnem in the 
family plat. Together their remains rested 
there until May 27, 1885, when two under- 
takers from San Ftancisco, acting for Mrs. 
Theresa Fair, went to Angiels Camp to re- 
move them to this city. 

The wealthy lady had not forgotten her 
own in the most exciting years of her life, 
for as soon as she had a vault built out by 
Lone Mountain she prepared for their re- 
interment in the spot where they would 
lie beside herself in the long sleep to come. 
No pains were spared to have the ashes 
borne hither with all due reverence. Three 
handsome iron caskets were taken to the 
mining town, and Henry J. Gallagher, the 
nndertaker. was entrusted with the mis- 
sion. He selected a triea assistant and 
both set about their duty with the greatest 
care. They opened the three graves ana 
found the coflBns rotted away. Only bones 
and ashes remained of the bodies of Mrs. 
■Rooney and her son, but the undertakers 
were astonished beyond belief to find the 
old man's body hard as stone and so heavy 
they could not move it in any direction. 

Four strong men were taken out from 
Angels Camp to the cemetery, and, with 
rojics ,md lilocks of timber, the petrified 
body was lifted to the surface. It w.is no 
easy matter, either, for the six men were 
hard pressed, though exerting all their 
strength in the work. 

The body weighed 400 pounds, which 
added to the metallic casket made a total 
weight of tiOO pounds. 

When the three caskets were brought to 
this city they wi re I.t:,! away in Mrs. Fair's 
vault verj- privately :m,i without ceremony. 
The late Mrs. Fair w.-is informed hy the 
undertaker of what had taken place with 
her father's body and sue saw the face 
wider the glass Ud. It is not known if she 
told her children about it, but she used 
every means in her power to keep the story 
secret. Through her influence and the 
niiderlaker's determination not to betray 
what he regarded as a professional secret 
the strange facts were kept from thepuWic 
for nearly a decade. Now, however, it is 
'known to a few men here and in Angels 
Camp, as the story is told among under- 
takers ai one of the phenomena of the 
grave, 



a request for his epinion on the subject 
was that Thomas Rooney's body had been 
buried in a subterranean channel where a 
solution of silica flowed. He stated that 

a silicious curn^nt striking the remains 
would till the U'liposo tissue and change it 
into a silica, or in plain F.U'.;Ush, some- 
thingon the quartz order. Then again the 
body might have been filled with an em- 
balming Huid, which, coming in contact 
with the alkali in the earth, would set up 
a chemical reaction through which the hu- 
man body would change rapidly into 
stone. 



THE MOHE Y 00HE8 TOO LATE.. 

Wealth Ifai Almost Within tbe Grasp 
of the Hapless Bmnaons. 

A few short months ago Captain John 
M. Brunson of the Fir^i 1 roop Cavalry N. 
G. 0. and his wife Ada, the B.Tronessvon 
Barnekow, started for (Icrmauyin search 
of a fortune. They left here brimming 
with nope and laid" all their plans before- 
hand for the enjoyment of the wealth that 
seemed ready to fall into the lap of the 
youthful heiress. "The best laid plans o' 
men and mice gang aft aglee," however, 
and ere the Captain and bis bnde reached 
Berlin for some reason they changed their 
plans. 

The young couple came to the conclusion 
i that if any watting had to be done they 
would do it in California. They therefore 
t(^ok passage on the unfortunate steamer 
Kibe and both lost their lives when the 
vessel went down after being in a collision. 
Now comes the news that the estate, part 
of which belonged to the Baroness by 
right, is in the process of settlement and 
that it will shortly be ready for diitriba- 
tion.

Walter P. Blake, city editor of the Stock- 
ton Independent, was shot last night in 
an alley back ofthe Palace Hotel by a foot- 
pad. The robber made his escape, leaving 
only his hat as a clew. Blake is danger- 
ously wounded, but will probably recover. 

The wounded man has been acting as 
the Stockton correspondent of the Ex- 
aminer. He came to this city yesterday 
morning with his wife to sperid the ,iay. 
He intended to return to Stockton yester- 
day afternoon, but at the last moment 
decided to remain' here a day longer. « 

Wishing to see some of his old friends 
and to consult the telegraph editor on the 
Examiner on business, he left his wife at 
the Grand Hotel, where they had rooms, 
and went to the editorial rooms of that 
paper on Mission street. About 11:40 
o'clock he started to return to his hotel. 

He crossed Mission street and entered 
the alley leading from Mission to Market 
and running along the west side of the 
Palace Hotel. 

The alley was dark and apparently de- 
serteil, and he struck up a brisk walk. He 
h.id just passed a little byway known as 
I.ick alley when a man, who had been 
crouching in the shadow of the fence, 
leaped out with a pistol in his hand, cry- 
ing: 

"Throw up your hands." 

Blake obeyed. Both hands went up im- 
mediately, and in the second that they did 
so he observed that the footpad was a 
short, thick-set snan with a long coat. 

BliUce had no time to see more. 'When 
his hands went up a heavy walking-stick 
that he carried in his right hand went up 
in the air too. Then it came down with a 
swish and a thud on the surprised foot- 
pad's head, knocking off his hnt. 

The journalist did not stop to see the 
effect of his blow. Quick as a flash he 
turned and ran toward Market, street, call- 
ing for help. 

He only ran a few feet. The footpad 
called once for him to stop and then fired 
one shot. It was enough. The bullet 
struck the fleeing man just above the hip 
and he fell in a heap on the sidewalk. 

It was then the footpad's turn to run. 
He started down the alley to Mission street, 
leaving his hut where it had fallen. As he 
turned toward Second street he was seen 
by I'eter Dalton of 12 Elizabeth street, 
who, hearing the shot, had just come out 
of a restaurant. 

Dalton says that he tried to stop the 
footpad, but the man eluded him and lan 
down Second street toward Howard. He 
describes the man as being about five feet, 
six inches fall, heavy set, with a sandy 
mustache. He thinks the robber is about 
m years of age. He CQuld tell nothing 
about his clothes. 

A number of people heard the shot. But 
most of them expected to hear a second 
report and thought it would be safer to 
wait till the trouble was over before ap- 
pearing on the scene. At last thby ven- 
tured out and Blake was discovered lying 
c 1 the sidewalk groaning. 

He was lurried to the hotel and un- 
dressed. It was then found that the bullet 
had entered the back on the left siile a 
little above the hip. As he was runulng, 
the liall glanced upward making a hole in 
the skin about three inches above and to 
the left of the navel. Although the akin 
was punctured the bullet remained im- 
bedded in the body. 

A Dr. Brooks, who was stopping at the 
hotel, did what he could. He had no in- 
struments for probing, and a search was at 
once made for a surgeon. A dozen tel- 
ephone messages failed to gain a single 
response. 

Finally Dr. .T. E. N'ohle was reached. He 
made a hurried examination and found 
the bullet lo,lge,l just beneath the skin. 

It was easily removed and showed that 
the pistol used was of 38-caliber. No at- 
tempt was made by either of the surgeons 
to probe or wash the interior of the wound. 
It is not definitely known, therefore, 
whether the abdominal cavity was pene- 
trated or not. 

If it has penetrated the woutft Is a 
dangerous one an,l might prove fatal. 
The doctors think that owing to the pe- 
culiar position in which BKake was running 
the bullet passed only along and through 
the muscular wall of the side without iicn- 
etrating. Such a wound will be painful for 
some time. 

Walter P. Blake Is well-known as a 
newspaper man throughout the entire 
Pacific Coast. He has worked at San 
Diego, Fresno and other southern cities. 
In the Northwest country ami in this city 
he has also been employed, and has won 
many friends by his talents and genial dis- 
position. 

For the past six months he has been liv- 
ing in Stockton with his 'wife and three 
children. 

Blake bore the suffering caused .by his 
wound with great fortitude. He was un- 
able to give a description of his assailant 
other that" he was a short thick-set man 
and had a pistol. 

He had no idea he would be shot. His 
idea in striking the man, he explained, 
was to confuse him. He thought the fel- 
low would be afraid to follow or do any- 
thing desperate while within only a few 
hundred feet of Market street and the 
largest hotel in the city. 

Dalton, the man who says he saw the 
robber run away, was sent to the Southern 
police station. There he told his story 
again. The description given of the foot- 
pad will be of little value, as it will tit 
thousands of men.

I have heard .'Senator Fair mention her nRme 
a few times, but must refnse, Iiis former eon- 
tidential S);ent, to state in what connection the 
remarks were made. 

I'lease bring Miss Couzins to our olBee and 
let her fact' Mr. .\rigus and myself so she can 
see uhat ue look like. I have never seen her 
in my life and I believe she would hardly say 
she saw us in Chicago when she meets us' face 
to face, slic siiinild have become acquainted 
with us before she talked so much— with re- 
luctance.

He introduced me to Miss ("onzins in a hall- 
way of the (irand Pacific Hotel ouBdiiv. That 
was the only time I ever saw her. When mv 
father left San Francisco fr.r Chieapo be was 
accompanied hy a eU rk of his bv the name ..f 
CoUinson, I believe. Collinson went as far as 
Chicago with my father and remained there 
only two or three days, when he returned to 
San Francisco. 

I never saw anything which would Indicate 
that Miss Cousins was more than an ordinary 
acquaintance of my father. I believe she must 
be out of her mind to have made such state- 
ments unless she is looking for fame. It is 
possible that since her arrival In California she 
has lieen captured by the climate and desires 
to lake up her residence in this city. II so she 
has takeu the means to secure agood advertise, 
ment. Aa she is a lawyer and is probably seek- 
ing a name and practice this in the on^ sidti* 
tion I can find to the question. 

I can easily understand why it appeared that 
some one was keeping Hiss Couzins from my 
father. He was very 111 from erysipelas In the 
lace and an abscess in the ear, and I am sure 
he did not want many persons talking to him 
when he was suSering. It was his nature not 
to offend her by a blunt refusal to oflera of at- 
tention. 

I know of but one reason why Miss Cousins 
should make the statements she has if they 
were not made for the purpose of gaining an 
advertisement. -6he wrote some very foolishly 
worded letters to my father and she has tried 

I to get them back. She isstiU trying to secure 

I them. 

I .Miss Couzins' insinuations that my father 
! did not die a natural death are absurd. Dr. 
j Levingstnn, Dr. Mizner, Or. Dudley Tail and 
: Dr. Rosenstein all attended him and they know 

that the cause of bis death was disease ot the 

kidneys. 

■ Dr. Mnrc T.«vingston, who was Senator 
I Fair's attending physician for several years 
i prior to his death, lanj^ed last evening 
when spoken to in reganUo Miss Consiiir 
I insinuation. He said: 

i There were four doctors, two nurses and Her- 
1 bert Clark, the valet, nho were atlendine S«n- 
\ ator Fair for the tivo iliivs prior i" his death. 
I Mr. Fair died of diabetic coma: He was known 

to have been a suHcrer from Hrighfs disease of 
j the kidnevs for some time. He "as on the 
I verge of dving several times dnrin(t the la.st 
I four years' of his life. 5Iiss Couzins' remarks 

as to ills ".sudden and straniie illness" is all 
I n.ins(>tise. He was often so sick that 1 feared 
; i.e would (lie, but he alwav> rallied alter se- 
j vere spells, which lasted from six to eight 

hours. When he went over this time in his last 
I illness I knew It was fatal. 
I After Senator Fair's death his organs were all 
! removed and examined. They showed plainly 
, the cause of death and were snftlcient proof of 
I the absurdity of Miss C'Miziii.' insinUHtions of 

pfiisontnH. I'lisstomaeli sJunved no traces of 

poison. His kidneys were creatly enlarged, 
j being so much over the ordinary size that 
I there was no question as to tlie cause of his 
: death. 

Miss Couzins' statement tliat I advised Sena- 
tor Fair not to Ko Fast is false, 'm the con- 
! trary. I often advised him to visit different 
places. .After his trip to Chicago in 1893 I 
sent him to Yuma. This was iu 1894, 1 be- 
lieve. 

I do not believe Miss Couzins is correct in an- 
other statement. To the best of mv reniem- 
brance neither Angus nor Breese went to Chi. 



cago with the Senator. In fact, I feel sure they 
were not there, and rhls tends to show that on« 
part of her story is incorrect.
